Report  of  Finance  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

The  Finance  Committee  make  the  following  report  on  matters 
for  their  consideration  in  the  warrant  for  the  special  town  meet- 
ing April  8,  at  7.15  P.  M. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  forty- 
three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  (S4,327)  to  change 
the  hours  of  duty  of  the  permanent  officers  and  men  of  the 
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Fire  Department  by  installing  a  system  similar  to  that  in  use 
in  our  neighboring  cities  and  towns.  This  change  to  go  into 
effect  90  days  after  the  money  is  voted  for  the  same,  as  pe- 
titioned for  by  Edward  T.  Brown,  et  als. 

The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  presents  this  outline  as  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

Five  permanent  men  to  be  added  to  the  department  and  the 
following  schedule  of  hours  on  duty  to  be  inaugurated: 

First  Day  8  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  10  hours 

Second  Day  8  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  10  hours 

Third  Day  8  A.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  24  hours 

Fourth  Day  6  P.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  14  hours 

Fifth  Day  6  P.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  14  hours 

Sixth  Day  24  hours  off. 


Repeat  schedule,  no  time  off  for  meals. 

Under  this  system  there  will  always  be  a  full  crew  at  each  fire 
house  except  when  a  man  is  on  his  vacation. 

Men  off  duty  would  respond  to  second  alarm  or  large  fires. 

Under  the  present  system  the  men  are  on  duty  twenty-four  hours 
a  day  for  four  days  with  three  hours  off  each  day  for  meals,  then 
twenty-four  hours  off  duty  on  fifth  day. 

Because  of  meal  hours,  one  man  is  sometimes  required  to  answer 
an  alarm  with  a  piece  of  apparatus. 

Under  the  new  plan  the  men  will  average  eighty-four  hours  a 
week.  Under  the  present  plan  they  average  one  hundred  seventeen 
hours  thirty-six  minutes  weekly. 

The  new  plan  has  been  adopted  by  practically  all  neighboring 
cities  and  towns,  including  Milton,  Dedham,  Winthrop,  Marblehead, 
Revere,  Chelsea,  Everett,  Lynn,  Salem,  Beverly,  Peabody  and 
Boston. 

Under  this  plan  the  additional  cost  this  year  will  be  not  over 
$4,327  at  present  rates  of  pay,  and  for  a  full  year  S9,000. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  be  authorized  to 
add  five  additional  permanent  Privates  to  the  force,  the  working 
hours  of  the  permanent  men  be  as  follows: 

First  Day  8  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  10  hours 

Second  Day  8  A.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  10  hours 

Third  Day  8  A.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  24  hours 

Fourth  Day  6  P.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  14  hours 

Fifth  Day  6  P.  M.  to  8  A.  M.  14  hours 

Sixth  Day  24  hours  off. 

No  time  off  for  meals  and  with  present  regulations  for  vacation: 
that  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  S4,327  be  appropriated,  and  that 
said  change  shall  become  operative  ninety  days  from  date  of  the 
appropriation. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance 
Committee  be  placed  upon  the  ballot  under  Article  3,  in  accordance 
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with  the  town  by-laws,  and  that  suitable  provisions  be  made  thereon 
to  permit  the  registering  of  a  vote  for  or  against  this  recommen- 
dation.

ARTICLE  I 
Authorization  and  Division 
By  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  delegated  by  Section  25 
to  Section  33,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  the 
town  of  Swampscott  is  divided  into  the  following  districts,  viz., 
2.  General  Residence  District;  3.  Single  Residence  District. 

ARTICLE  II 
General  Residence  District 
In  district  2,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  building  shall 
be  used,  and  no  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  which  is  in- 
tended or  designed  to  be  used  for  a  store  or  shop,  or  for  manu- 
facturing or  commercial  purposes,  or  any  other  purpos.e  except  one 
or  more  of  the  following: 

1.  Residence  for  not  more  than  two  families. 

2.  Boarding,  rooming,  or  lodging  house. 

3.  Church. 

4.  Public  school  or  other  municipal  building. 

5.  Private  school,  library,  museum,  or  other  building  of  an  educa- 
tional character. 

6.  Club,  except  a  club  which  carries  on  a  business  or  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  business. 

7.  Park,  playground,  or  community  purpose. 

8.  Farm,  market  garden,  nursery  or  greenhouse. 

9.  Private  garage  to  be  used  by  the  occupants  or  .  owners  of  the 
premises,  except  that  space  in  the  same  for  not  more  than  two  cars 
may  be  rented. 

10.  Private  stable  with  provision  for  not  more  than  two  horses. 

11.  Such  accessory  purposes  as  are  customarily  incident  to  the 
foregoing  purposes,  and  are  not  injurious  to  a  neighborhood  as  a 
place  of  residence,  but  such  accessory  purposes  shall  not  include 
any  business,  industry,  trade,  manufacturing  or  commercial  purpose. 
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ARTICLE  III 

Single  Residence  District 
In  District  3,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  building 
shall  be  used,  and  no  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  which  is 
intended  or  designed  to  be  used  for  a  store  or  shop,  or  for  manu- 
facturing or  commercial  purposes,  or  any  other  purpose  except  one 
or  more  of  the  following: 

1.  Residence  for  a  single  family. 

2.  Church. 

3.  Public  school,  or  other  municipal  building. 

4.  Private  school,  library,  museum,  or  other  building  of  an  edu- 
cational character. 

5.  Club,  except  a  club  which  carries  on  a  business  or  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  business. 

6.  Park,  playground,  or  community  purpose. 

7.  Farm,  market  garden,  nursery  or  greenhouse. 

8.  Private  garage  to  be  used  by  the  occupants  or  owners  of  the 
premises,  except  that  space  in  the  same  for  not  more  than  two  cars 
may  be  rented. 

9.  Private  stable  with  provision  for  not  more  than  two  horses. 

10.  Such  accessory  purposes  as  are  customarily  incident  to  the 
foregoing  purposes,  and  are  not  injurious  to  a  neighborhood  as  a 
place  for  single  family  residences,  but  such  accessory  purposes  shall 
not  include  any  business,  industry,  trade,  manufacturing  or  com- 
mercial purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Business  Districts 
In  those  areas  in  District  2  and  indicated  on  the  map  on  file 
in  solid  black,  buildings  may  be  used  for  business  purposes  pro- 
vided that,  in  each  case,  after  a  public  hearing  of  which  fourteen 
days'  notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Select- 
men may  prescribe,  said  Board  shall  determine  that  the  purpose 
for  which  the  building  is  sought  to  be  used  will  not  be  substantially 
detrimental  to  the  use  of  property  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 

ARTICLE  V 
Existing  Buildings 

Any  building  or  part  of  a  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  by-law,  is  being  used  for  a  purpose  forbidden  by  the 
provisions  of  articles  two  and  three  may  continue  to  be  used  for  the 
same  purpose  or  for  a  purpose  not  substantially  different  in  char- 
acter. Any  such  building  or  part  of  a  building  and  any  addition 
thereto  made  by  permission  of  the  Selectmen  as  hereinafter  provided 
may  be  structurally  altered  or  added  to  at  any  time  provided  the 
alterations  or  additions  do  not  substantially  enlarge  the  part  of 
the  building  used  for  such  purpose;  and  any  such  building  or  part 
of  a  building  or  such  addition  which  is  partially  or  wholly  destroyed 
by  fire  or  other  casualty  may  be  repaired  or  replaced  by  a  structure 
of  substantially  the  same  size  and  character  and  used  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  formerly  used  or  for  a  purpose  not  substan- 
tially diff'erent  in  character. 

Any  such  building  may  be  added  to  or  enlarged  at  any  time  and 
such  addition  or  enlargement  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  the 
original  building  may  lawfully  be  used  under  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  paragraph  of  this  section  provided,  in  each  case,  that, 
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after  a  public  hearing  of  which  fourteen  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
in  such  manner  as  the  Selectmen  may  decide,  the  Selectmen  shall 
determine  that  such  addition  or  enlargement  and  the  use  to  be  made 
thereof  will  not  to  any  substantial  degree  be  detrimental  to  the  use 
of  other  property  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Zoning  Map 

The  Zoning  Map,  prepared  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  town  engineer,  dated 
January,  1924,  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  Zoning  Committee  and 
showing  the  boundaries  of  each  district  and  the  designation  of  each 
district  by  means  of  a  numeral  is  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
by-law. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Setback  Distance  in  General  Residence  District 
In  District  2  no  new  buildings  except  those  described  in  Article  4 
shall  be  constructed  and  no  building  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  ex- 
tended, reconstructed,  raised,  or  moved  so  that  any  part  thereof, 
except  steps,  shall  be  located  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  street 
line.  But  if  there  are  any  buildings  on  any  street  that  do  not  con- 
form to  said  building  line,  obedience  to  this  by-law  shall  not  be 
required. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Setback  Distance  in  Single  Residence  District 
In  District  3  no  new  building  shall  be  constructed  and  no  build- 
ing shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  reconstructed,  raised  or 
moved  so  that  any  part  thereof,  except  steps,  shall  be  located 
nearer  than  twenty  feet  to  any  street  line.  But  if  there  are  any 
buildings  on  any  street  that  do  not  conform  to  said  building  line 
obedience  to  this  by-law  shall  not  be  required. 

ARTICLE  IX 
Enforcement 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  viola- 
tion. Upon  any  well-founded  information  from  any  citizen  that 
this  by-law  is  being  violated  or  upon  his  own  initiative,  the  In- 
spector of  Buildings  shall  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the 
by-law. 

ARTICLE  X 

Validity 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  not 
invalidate  any  other  "section  or  provision  thereof. 

Voted  that  when  we  do  adjourn  it  be  to  Wednesday,  April  16, 
current,  at  12  o'clock  noon  in  the  Town  Hall,  the  polls  be  open 
from  12  o'clock  noon  to  8  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  voting  by 
ballot,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  by-law,  entitled  "by- 
law to  place  motions  on  ballot."

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  us  as  a  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  Police  Signal  System  and  Gamewell 
Police  Signal  System,  we  submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  investigated  the  present  Signal  System  of  the  Police 
Department  and  find  it  to  be  inadequate,  antiquated  and  of  little 
value.  No  question  exists  in  our  minds  as  to  the  need  of  a  better 
Signal  System. 

We  have  made  an  extensive  investigation  of  the  Gamewell 
Signal  System,  and  recognize  its  merit.  There  are  several  op- 
tional devices,  together  with  problems  relative  to  wiring,  location, 
et  cetera,  each  carrying  a  different  cost,  and  we  are  not  pre- 
pared at  this  time  to  make  definite  recommendations. 

It  is  an  important  matter  in  many  aspects,  and  we  deem  it 
wise  to  postpone  further  action  for  a  period  of  one  year,  or 
until  the  next  annual  town  meeting,  at  which  time,  if  our  sug- 
gestion meets  approval,  we  will  make  a  more  complete  report.

Report  of  the  Finance  Committee 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  Finance  Committee  submits  herewith  its  report  on  matters 
in  the  warrant  of  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1924. 

For  your  consideration  we  submit  the  town's  expenditures  for 
the  past  five  years,  as  follows:

A  very  large  total  is  called  for  in  the  articles  of  the  1924  war- 
rant. If  this  total  is  granted,  property  holders,  rent  payers  and 
the  credit  of  the  town  will  be  placed  in  an  embarrassing  position. 

Co-operative  investigations  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  heads 
of  departments  have  shown  where  reductions  can  be  made  from 
department  budgets  and  a  proper  efficiency  still  be  maintained. 
Matters  in  some  articles  have  not  appeared  to  be  of  sufficient  imme- 
diate necessity  to  warrant  favorable  recommendations  this  year. 
Matters  in  others  are  of  such  nature  that  a  start  cannot  be  made 
until  intelligent  and  comprehensive  plans  are  prepared. 
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Of  the  amounts  asked,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  a  total 
of  $613,239  to  be  raised  from  receipts  and  taxes  and  8143,450  by 
borrowing. 

This  is  the  year  in  which  a  genuine  and  earnest  effort  is  being 
made  by  Federal,  State  and  Municipal  governments  to  reduce  taxes. 
The  Finance  Committee  has  aimed  to  attain  that  ideal  without  loss 
of  efficiency.  If  these  three  agencies  can  reduce  taxation  a  decrease 
in  the  cost  of  living  should  result  and  this  will  be  equivalent  to  an 
advance  in  personal  incomes.  Requests  for  wage  increases  have 
been  considered  with  this  expected  result  in  mind,  at  the  same  time 
with  due  consideration  for  the  justness  of  the  request  and  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  town  employees. 

We  have  given  each  article  of  expenditure  our  most  careful  atten- 
tion and  thought,  with  the  idea  of  providing  for  necessities  and  such 
new  projects  as  it  was  felt  the  town  could  afford  to  consider  this 
year.  Our  bonded  indebtedness  is  increased  because  of  the  assess- 
ment of  over  896,000  for  the  Essex  County  Tuberculosis  Hos- 
pital and  the  probability  of  a  new  school  building.  We  are  pay- 
ing this  year  approximately  838,540  in  interest  and  863,500  on 
principal  of  money  borrowed,  which  comes  directly  out  of  taxation. 
It  appears  an "  easy  matter  on  the  face  of  it  to  advocate  bonding 
an  article,  but  a  bond  issued  under  such  circumstances  becomes 
simply  a  deferred  debt  plus  the  interest. 

An  amendment  to  Section  7,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  ap- 
proved April  30,  1923,  framed  to  prevent  excessive  borrowing  by 
cities  and  towns,  provides  that  cities  and  towns  may  incur  debt 
within  the  debt  limit  for  certain  purposes,  but  that  only  such  sum 
may  in  any  year  be  authorized  to  be  borrowed  as  exceeds  twenty- 
five  cents  per  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  of  the  city  or 
town  for  the  preceding  year.  This  applies,  among  others,  to  appro- 
priations for  land,  buildings  and  streets  under  certain  circum- 
stances. In  the  long  run  the  result  is  admirable,  as  abnormal  bor- 
rowing and  therefore  abnormal  interest  totals  are  prevented,  but 
the  application  of  this  law  puts  on  the  tax  rate  seventy-five  cents 
this  year  which  formerly  would  have  been  bonded,  and  an  additional 
twenty-five  cents  if  money  is  later  appropriated  for  a  new  school 
building. 

We  believe  expenditures  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  have  in- 
creased out  of  proportion  to  the  benefit  derived.  Last  year  was 
of  course  a  phenomenal  year,  but  the  expenditures  so  far  this  year, 
with  an  exceptionally  open  winter,  are  more  than  50  per  cent  in 
excess  of  the  whole  year  1922.  All  of  this  money  is  spent  in  antici- 
pation of  the  appropriation.  Sidewalk,  street  and  gutter  plowing 
is  desirable  and  accomplished  at  reasonable  cost,  but  hand  shovel- 
ing is  inadequate  and  excessively  costly.  We  believe  this  work 
should  be  kept  at  an  absolute  minimum,  far  less  than  now  attempted. 

Attention  is  called  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways  to  the  unsatis- 
factory condition  of  streets  following  their  opening  for  water, 
sewer  and  gas  mains.  An  especially  aggravated  condition  is  indi- 
cated by  the  recommendation  to  appropriate  86,000  to  resurface 
Humphrey  street  where  a  sewer  was  laid  last  year  by  M.  Mc- 
Donough  Co.,  on  contract  at  a  cost  of  86,378.37.  Except  for  that 
part  where  the  sewer  was  laid,  this  section  of  Humphrey  street  is 
in  good  condition.  This  makes  the  direct  and  consequential  cost  of 
this  sewer  812,387.37.  Approval  of  work  rests  with  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board,  Town  Engineer  and  Surveyor  oii  Highways.  We 
believe  the  Board  of  Selectmen  should  arrange  ^hat  inspection  be 
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more  stringent,  that  contracts  be  so  drawn  as  to  fully  protect  the 
town  and  that  bids  from  contractors  who  do  not  perform  work  of 
satisfactory  quality  be  not  considered. 

We  recommend  a  transfer  of  $19,500  from  the  Excess  and  De- 
ficiency Fund  of  the  town  and  of  $2,200  from  Reserve  from  Over- 
lay, the  amounts  so  transferred  to  be  credited  to  current  revenue 
for  the  year  1924. 

Article  4.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Town  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bond  required  of  the  Town  Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $30,000. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bond  required  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $20,000. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bonds  required  of  the  Water  and  Sewer- 
age Board  for  the  ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  each 
member. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of  the 
Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bond  required  of  the  Town  Clerk  for  the 
ensuing  year  be  in  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

Article  8.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
salaries  of  the  Town  Officials  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  Town  Officials  for  the 
ensuing  year  be  the  same  as  of  last  year. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  School  Committee,  as  con- 
tained in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on  pages 
83,  91,  92,  94  and  95. 

The  recommendations  of  the  School  Committee  on  pages  83,  91 
and  94  call  for  no  appropriation  of  money.  We,  therefore,  make 
no  report. 

With  reference  to  the  recommendation  on  page  92  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  new  school  building,  we  recommend  that  this  be  taken  up 
under  Article  50  in  the  warrant. 

We  recommend  that  the  question  on  page  95,  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  money  for  supervised  play  for  our  children  during  July  and 
August  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage 
Board,  as  contained  in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923, 
on  pages  109,  117  and  120. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  page  109  we  recommend  that  water 
mains  be  replaced  in  Harrison  avenue,  as  recommended  by  the  Water 
Board,  for  a  distance  of  935  feet,  and  in  Maple  avenue  for  a  dis- 
tance of  600  feet,  and  that  the  sum  of  $5,200  be  appropriated.  Said 
amount  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town. 
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We  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balances  from  appropriations 
for  Forest  avenue,  Fuller  avenue,  Rock  avenue,  and  others  amount- 
ing to  $5,248.77  be  transferred  to  the  Water  Emergency  Fund. 

We  recommend  that  a  sum  of  $300  be  appropriated  to  purchase 
a  set  of  plans  for  the  Sewer  D.epartment  as  outlined  on  page  117. 

With  reference  to  laying  sewers  from  Humphrey  street  through 
Palmer  avenue  and  Orchard  road,  we  recommend  that  this  be  taken 
up  under  Articles  38  and  39  in  the  Town  Warrant. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balances  from 
Humphrey  street  and  Mountain  avenue  sewers,  amounting  to 
$1,905.57,  be  transferred  to  the  Sewer  Emergency  Fund  to  be  used 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  so  far  as  practical  in  construc- 
tion of  s.ewers  voted  by  the  town  in  any  year  where  the  amount 
appropriated  is  less  than  the  final  cost,  or  for  such  other  sewer 
purposes  as  the  town  may  at  any  time  vote. 

We  recommend  the  remaining  matters  on  pages  117  and  120  be 
taken  up  under  Article  17  in  the  warrant. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers, 
as  contained  in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on 
pages  122,  123  and  124. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  pages  122  and  123  and  as  summar- 
ized on  page  124,  we  recommend  that  they  be  taken  up  under  Article 
17,  with  the  exception  of  the  question  of  installing  a  punch  register 
at  the  Lewis  street  Engine  House^  Lynn.  Investigation  discloses 
that  while  the  present  system  of  alarm  announcement  at  the  Levns 
street  Engine  House  is  not  strictly  modern,  it  is  giving  satisfactory 
service,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the  installing  of  a  punch 
register  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  reports  of  the  Tree  Warden,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Moth  Work,  and  the  Forest  Warden,  as  contained  in 
the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on  pages  128,  129  and 
130. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  pages  128,  129  and  130,  relating  to 
the  recommendations  of  the  Tree  Warden,  Superintendent  of  Moth 
Work  and  Forest  Warden,  we  recommend  that  they  be  taken  up  for 
consideration  under  Article  17. 

Article  14.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  as  con- 
tained in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on  pages 
136,  142  and  143. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  page  136,  regarding  establishing 
of  a  health  clinic,  we  recommend  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

We  recommend  that  the  matter  of  building  sewers  in  the  Shaw 
estate  be  taken  up  under  Articles  34  and  37,  and  the  other  matters 
on  page  136  be  taken  up  under  Article  17. 

With  reference  to  the  establishing  of  a  health  center  and  clinic 
as  recommended  by  the  health  officer  on  page  142  and  a  dental 
clinic  as  recommended  by  the  health  nurse  on  page  143,  we  recom- 
mend that  they  be  indefinitely  postponed. 
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Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Surveyor  of  Highways, 
as  contained  in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on 
pages  147  and  149. 

We  recommend  that  matters  on  page  147  be  taken  up  under  Ar- 
ticle 17. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  page  149,  we  recommend  that  the 
erection  of  a  locker  building  and  the  purchase  of  a  three-ton  truck 
be  indefinitely  postponed,  and  that  other  matters  be  taken  up  under 
Article  17. 

Article  16.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  as  con- 
tained in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on  pages  152 
and  153. 

With  reference  to  matters  on  pages  152-153,  we  recommend  that 
the  purchase  of  an  automobile  be  indefinitely  postponed  and  that 
other  matters  be  taken  up  under  Article  17. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation  to 
the  recommendations  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as 
contained  in  the  annual  report,  dated  December  31,  1923,  on  pages 
189,  193,  194,  195,  202  and  205. 

With  reference  to  the  several  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  contained  on  pages  189,  193,  194,  195,  202,  we  recom- 
mend that  they  be  referred  as  follows: 

Essex  St.  resurfacing  Page  193  to  Article  30 

Methodist  Church  property  Page  193  to  Article  19 

Cemetery  land  purchase  Page  202  to  Article  48 

Matters  on  pages  189,  195  are  taken  up  under  General  Govern- 
ment. With  reference  to  the  Stacey  brook  culvert  on  page  194, 
we  recommend  that  the  unexpended  balance  of  $4,726.86  left  over 
from  a  previous  appropriation  for  the  extension  of  Stacey  brook 
culvert  be  transferred  and  credited  to  current  revenue  of  the  town 
for  the  year  1924.  We  recommend  that  the  town  construct  jointly 
with  the  city  of  Lynn  a  concrete  culvert  over  Stacey  brook  from  the 
end  of  the  present  culvert  at  New  Ocean  street  northerly  for  a  dis-

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  votes 
passed  April  3,  1923,  at  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  town 
meeting,  under  Articles  19  and  55  of  the  warrant  for  said  annual 
meeting,  whereby  the  town  voted  to  borrow  the  sum  of  S6,000, 
and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  in  connection  with 
the  taking  of  the  premises  described  in  said  Article  19,  namely, 
that  of  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  of  Mr. 
Isaac  W.  Chick. 

Whereas  at  the  adjourned  annual  town  meeting  held  April  3, 
1923,  the  town  under  Article  19  in  the  warrant  for  said  meeting 
voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  take  by  right  of  emi- 
Jient  domain  for  public  school  purposes  certain  property  on  Red- 
ington  street  belonging  to  the  trustees  of  the  First  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  and  certain  property  in  the  rear  thereof  belonging  to 
Isaac  W.  Chick,  and  voted  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  be  appropriated 
therefor  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town;  and  whereas 
by  virtue  thereof  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  the  28th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1923,  made  takings  of  each  of  said  properties  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  and  in  pursuance  of  said  takings  awarded  the  sum 
of  S5,300  as  damages  to  said  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and  the  sum  of  $700  as  damages  to  Isaac  W.  Chick;  and 
whereas  by  virtue  of  said  takings  the  right  of  the  owners  of  said 
property  to  damages  became  vested;  and  whereas  settlement  of 
such  damages  with  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
may  now  be  effected  in  the  sum  of  $7,210;  and  whereas  no  bonds 
as  yet  have  been  actually  issued  under  said  vote  of  April  3,  1923; 
now  therefore  we  recommend  that  said  appropriation  of  $6,000 
voted  by  the  town  under  Article  19  of  the  adjourned  annual  town 
meeting,  held  April  3,  1923,  be  rescinded  but  that  otherwise  said 
vote  remain  in  effect;  and  that  in  lieu  of  said  $6,000  the  town  now 
appropriate,  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  the  sum  of  $7,210  to  effect 
a  settlement  with  the  trustees  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  full  for  all  damages  and  interest  by  virtue  of  said  taking  and 
the  sum  of  $700  be  raised  by  taxation,  to  cover  the  damages 
awarded  to  said  Isaac  W.  Chick  under  said  taking.  It  is  not  intended 
by  this  recommendation  or  any  vote  hereunder  to  effect  or  in  any 
way  invalidate  said  takings. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  votes 
passed  at  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  .town  meeting  held  April 
3,  1923,  under  Articles  17  and  55  of  the  warrant  for  said  annual 
meeting,  whereby  the  town  voted  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $5,000  and 
to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  to  be  expended  in  con- 
structing a  concrete  culvert,  in  conjunction  with  the  city  of  Lynn, 
over  Stacey  brook,  from  the  end  of  the  present  concrete  culvert  at 
New  Ocean  street,  a  distance  of  about  five  hundred  seventy  feet 
(570'),  to  the  Lynn  culvert. 

We  recommend  that  the  vote  taken  April  3,  1923,  appropriating 
$5,000  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  this  Article  be  rescinded. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  passed 
April  3,  1923,  at  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  town  meeting, 
under  Articles  17  and  55  of  the  warrant  for  said  annual  meeting, 
whereby  the  town  voted  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $24,000,  by  issuing 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  town  therefor,  to  be  used  in  the  reconstruction 
of  Essex  street,  from  the  end  of  the  cement  road  near  the  freight 
station,  to  the  Salem  line. 

We  recommend  that  the  vote  taken  by  the  town  April  3,  1923, 
authorizing  the  town  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $24,000  for  the  purposes 
set  forth  in  Article  21  be  rescinded. 
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Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Palmer  avenue, 
so  called,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  intersection  of  Orchard  road 
with  Palmer  avenue,  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  drawn  by  W.  W.  Pratt, 
Town  Engineer,  dated  February,  1924,  and  to  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Arthur  C.  Lewis,  et  als. 

With  reference  to  accepting  Palmer  avenue,  so  called,  from 
Humphrey  street  to  Orchard  road,  this  part  of  Palmer  avenue,  now 
being  Orchard  circle,  as  voted  by  Article  61  of  this  warrant,  we 
find  that  the  original  plan  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Survey  called 
for  a  grade  which  was  not  maintained  in  building,  and  for  two  catch 
basins  to  care  for  surface  water,  A  new  plan  has  been  filed  following 
the  grades  as  built  and  leaving  to  the  town  the  expense  of  building 
the  catch  basins  at  a  cost  of  S550.  We  understand  the  petitioners 
will  build  the  catch  basins  if  the  town  will  accept  the  street,  and  we 
believe  this  work  should  not  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  town. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  accept  Orchard  circle,  formerly 
called  Palmer  avenue  extension,  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by 
W.  W.  Pratt,  TowTi  Engineer,  dated  November  9,  1923,  provided  two 
catch  basins  and  drains  are  first  constructed  in  accordance  with  this 
plan,  at  no  expense  to  the^town,  proper  w^aivers  first  to  be  obtained 
from  abutters. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Orchard  road, 
so  called,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  intersection  of  Palmer  ave- 
nue with  Orchard  road,  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  drawn  by  W.  W.  Pratt, 
Town  Engineer,  dated  February,  .1924,  and  to  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  p.etitioned  for  by  Arthur  C.  Lewis,  et  als. 

With  reference  to  accepting  Orchard  road,  the  conditions  are  the 
same  as  for  Article  22,  two  catch  basins  being  required  at  a  cost  of 
$550. 

We  recommend  that  the  towTi  accept  Orchard  road,  from  Humphrey 
street  to  the  intersection  of  Orchard  circle  with  Orchard  road  as 
laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  No- 
vember 9,  1923,  provided  two  catch  basins  and  drains  be  first  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  this  plan,  at  no  expense  to  the  town, 
proper  waivers  first  to  be  obtained  from  abutters. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  that  portion  of 
Buena  Vista  street,  now  unaccepted,  as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by 
W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated  February,  1921,  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  C.  Sanford  Doughty,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Lawrence  road, 
as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated 
January,  1924,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  George  D.  Morse,  Jr.,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  Lawrence  road  be  accepted  as  laid  out  on  a 
plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  dated  January,  1924,  and  that  the  sum 
of  $300  be  appropriated. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Prospect  avenue, 
as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated 
January,  1924,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Leighton  S.  Thompson,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 
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Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Sherwood  road, 
as  laid  out  on  a  plan  made  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated 
January,  1924,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Frederick  S.  Hall,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,200  for  the  purpose  of  regrading  Bellevue  road  from  Humphrey 
street  to  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  tracks,  as  petitioned  for  by 
John  H.  Sutherland,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,200  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Puritan  road 
from  the  junction  of  Humphrey  street  and  Puritan  road  to  the  junc- 
tion of  Puritan  road  and  Atlantic  avenue,  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

We  recommend  that  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Essex  street 
from  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  freight  yards  to  the  Salem  line 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways. 

With  reference  to  the  matter  of  rebuilding  Essex  street,  the  town 
last  year  took  the  necessary  action  in  regular  town  meeting  to  ap- 
propriate money  and  authorize  the  rebuilding  of  this  street.  The 
State,  County  Authorities,  and  Swampscott  were  ready  to  proceed 
with  this  work,  but  the  consent  of  the  city  of  Salem  was  not  forth- 
coming, and  therefore  it  could  not  be  undertaken.  We  understand 
this  year  that  the  city  of  Salem  is  likely  to  appropriate  money  to 
rebuild  their  end  of  the  street. 

We  recommend  that  Essex  street  be  reconstructed  with  cement 
from  the  end  of  the  cement  road  near  the  freight  station  in  Swamp- 
scott to  the  Salem  line,  on  condition  that  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Commission  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  County  Com- 
missioners on  behalf  of  the  county  of  Essex  each  contribute  one- 
fourth  of  the  expense  thereof,  the  work  to  be  done  in  accordance 
with  specifications  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Com- 
mission. For  the  town's  share  of  the  expense  thereof  we  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  824,000  be  appropriated,  of  which  $4,500  shall  be 
raised  in  the  tax  levy  of  the  current  year  and  $19,500  be  raised  by 
notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  we  suggest  the  Board  of  Selectmen  se- 
cure from  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  or 
its  representatives,  or  successors,  an  aggreement  to  repair  its  pres- 
ent track  and  raise  it  to  grade,  using  a  type  of  rail  and  construc- 
tion satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  that  all  other  public  service  cor- 
porations having  rights  on  or  under  said  portion  of  Essex  street  to 
be  notified  to  install  all  contemplated,  and  repair  all  existing  under- 
ground construction  before  the  work  is  started. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  82,000  for 
street  signs,  as  recommended  by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  replace  the  present  wooden  signs 
with  new  steel  posts  and  signs.  We  consider  this  expenditure  inad- 
visable at  this  time,  and  therefore  recommend  that  action  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 
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Article  32.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  resurface  Greenwood 
avenue  from  Rockland  street  to  Forest  avenue,  to  conform  to  the 
street  lines,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended 
by  the  Surveyor  of  Highways. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

•  Article  33.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  gravel  pit, 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways. 

We  find  that  there  is  but  one  gravel  pit  where  a  suitable  grade  of 
gravel  can  be  obtained  in  this  vicinity,  and  that  the  owner  of  this 
pit  is  not  willing  to  sell.  We  further  find  that  our  Surveyor  of  High- 
ways has  been  securing  his  gravel  from  this  pit  as  needed,  and  we 
understand  that  he  can  continue  to  do  so. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely 
postponed. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  sewers  in  Aspen 
road,  Arbutus  road,  Sargent  road.  Prospect  avenue.  Ocean  View 
road,  Millett  road,  Wyman  road  ^nd  Forest  avenue,  for  a  distance  of 
about  six  thousand  feet  (6,000'),  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  as  petitioned  for  by  James  C.  Soutter,  et  als. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  it  is  evident  that  this 
section  of  the  town  is  badly  in  need  of  sewers;  and  that  a  start  must 
be  made  in  the  near  future. 

This  will  involve  a  large  expenditure  of  money  and  at  present  no 
com.prehensive  plan  is  ready  upon  which  definite  estimates  can  be 
submitted. 

We  recommend  that  a  study  be  made  of  this  section  as  a  whole 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  Town  Engineer  and  that 
plans  and  estimates  be  prepared. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
Essex  street,  near  Belmont  avenue,  a  distance  of  about  four  hundred 
feet  (400'),  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for 
by  Thomas  Handley,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  S2,500  be  appropriated  from  the 
Sewer  Emergency  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  this  article. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  sewer  in 
Banks  road,  beginning  at  85  Banks  road  and  running  southerly  for 
a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  seventy  feet  (170'),  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Mrs.  Florence  M.  Lacey, 
et  als. 

We  recommend  that  a  sewer  be  constructed  as  set  forth  in  this 
article,  and  that  the  sum  of  $1,300  be  appropriated  from  Sewer 
Emergency  Fund. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  town  \Yill  vote  to  construct  a  sewer, 
starting  at  Bay  View  avenue,  through  Fuller  avenue.  Bond  and 
Sherwood  streets,  for  a  distance  of  about  seventeen  hundred  feet 
(1700').  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by 
James  C.  Soutter,  et  als. 

This  article  is  in  close  relation  to  Article  34. 

We  recommend  that  a  study  of  this  section  be  made  as  a  whole 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  the  Town  Engineer  and  that 
plans  and  estimates  be  prepared. 
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Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Palmer 
avenue,  so  called,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  intersection  of  Or- 
chard road  and  Palmer  avenue,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Arthur  C.  Lewis,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  this  article  be  taken  up  in  conjunction  with 
Article  39. 

Article  39.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  a  sewer  in  Or- 
chard road,  so  called,  from  Humphrey  street  to  the  intersection  of 
Palmer  avenue  with  Orchard  road,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Arthur  C.  Lewis,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  build  a  sewer  from  Humphrey  street, 
through  Palmer  avenue,  so  called  (now  named  Orchard  circle),  and 
Orchard  road  to  Humphrey  street,  as  petitioned  for  in  Articles  38- 
39,  and  that  the  sum  of  $9,000  be  appropriated  therefor  to  be  raised 
by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  when  these  streets  are  accepted. 

Article  40.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct  a  culvert 
for  a  part  of  King's  brook,  extending  from  Stacey  brook  to  Huron 
street,  a  distance  of  about  five  hundred  seventy  feet  (570'),  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  plans  prepared  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer, 
and  appropriate  five  thousand  dollars  (|5,000)  for  the  same,  as  rec- 
ommended by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  41.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six-inch  water 
main  in  Bay  View  drive,  so  called,  from  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  a  dis- 
tance of  about  three  hundred  fifty  feet  (350'),  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Walter  A.  Hall,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  a  six-inch  (6-in.)  water  main  be  laid  in  Bay 
View  drive,  so  called,  from  Cedar  Hill  terrace,  a  distance  of  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  feet  (350')  and  that  the  sum  of  $2,300  be  ap- 
propriated therefor,  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until 
the  water  rates  of  the  users  are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  proper 
waivers  to  be  obtained  from  abutters,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  waivers  are  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  the  town  when  said  street  is  accepted. 

Article  42.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six-inch  water 
main  in  Bay  View  drive,  so  called,  from  Wyman  road  extension,  a 
distance  of  about  four  hundred  feet  (400'),  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Mrs.  Helen  M.  Williams,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  a  six-inch  (6-in.)  water  main  be  laid  in  Bay 
View  drive,  so  called,  from  Wyman  road  extension,  a  distance  of 
about  four  hundred  feet  (400'),  and  that  the  sum  of  $2,300  be  ap- 
propriated therefor,  to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until 
the  water  rates  of  the  users  are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  proper 
waivers  to  be  obtained  from  abutters,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  waivers  are  necessary  for  the  protection 
of  the  town  when  said  street  is  accepted. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  six-inch  water 
main  in  Hawthorne  road  and  Estabrook  road,  a  distance  of  about 
nine  hundred  feet  (900'),  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as 
petitioned  for  by  George  W.  Foster,  et  als. 
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We  recommend  that  a  six-inch  (6-in.)  water  main  be  laid  in  Haw- 
thorne road  and  Estabrook  road,  a  distance  of  about  nine  hundred 
feet  (900'),  and  that  the  sum  of  $2,700  be  appropriated  therefor, 
to  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  to  be  paid  on  the  investment  until  the  water  rates  of 
the  users  are  equal  to  the  interest  thereon,  proper  waivers  to  be 
obtained  from  abutters,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Water  and  Sew.er- 
age  Board  waivers  are  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  town. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  lay  a  ten-inch  water 
main  from  Essex  street  along  said  street  as  far  as  Overhill  road 
for  a  distance  of  about  nine  hundred  feet  (900'),  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  Franklin  Keating,  et  als. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  lay  a  ten-inch  (10-in.)  water 
main  from  Essex  street,  through  the  Greenway  to  Overhill  road. 
The  petitioners  agree  to  pay  the  cost  of  installation,  so  that  no  ap- 
propriation is  necessary. 

We  recommend  that  this  article  be  referred  to  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  ninety-six  thou- 
sand twenty-seven  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($96,027,80),  to  pay  the 
assessment  levied  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  Essex  County, 
under  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts  of  1923,  for  the  construction  of  the 
Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Middleton,  and  provide  for  raising  the 
means  therefor,  by  issuing  bonds,  or  otherwise,  as  the  town  may  de- 
termine. 

The  County  Commissioners  as  trustees  of  the  Essex  County  Tu- 
berculosis Hospital  District  have  assessed  the  town's  share  of  the 
construction  cost  of  the  hospital  as  $96,027.80  and  have  sent  their 
warrant  to  the  town  calling  for  payment  of  the  same.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $96,027.80,  of  which 
amount  the  sum  of  $27.80  shall  be  raised  out  of  the  tax  levy  of  the 
current  year  and  $96,000  shall  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
town. 

Article  46.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of 
the  chief  of  police  from  $2,160  to  $2,800,  the  captain  of  police  from 
$2,000  to  $2,500,  and  the  permanent  police  from  $1,800  to  $2,200,  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  same,  as  recommended  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

After  complete  study,  most  careful  and  sympathetic  consideration, 
we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following 
scale  of  wages  for  the  Fire  Department:  chief,  $2,800;  deputy  chief, 
$2,600;  captains,  $2,400;  privates,  $2,200,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  George  F.  Clay,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  wages  of  the  deputy  chief  be  increased 
from  $1,875  to  $1,950  annually  and  the  three  captains  from  $1,825 
to  $1,900  annually,  which  would  be  more  commensurate  with  the 
ability  possessed  and  the  responsibility  assumed  by  these  officers  over 
the  privates,  who  are  now  receiving  $1,800  annually,  that  the  sum 
of  $225  be  appropriated  therefor  to  cover  this  increase,  which  is  to 
be  retroactive  to  April  1,  1924. 

The  requests  for   other  advances  under  this  article  have  been 
voluntarily  withdrawn  by  the  petitioners. 
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Article  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  take  by  right  of  eminent  domain  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses, and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  southwesterly  corner  of  the  present  town 
cemetery  on  Essex  street,  thence  running  easterly  by  the  north- 
erly line  of  Essex  street  for  a  distance  of  about  four  hundred 
sixty  feet  (460')  to  the  westerly  side  line  of  Capen  road;  thence 
running  northerly  by  the  w^esterly  line  of  Capen  road  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  nine  hundred  five  feet  (905')  to  the  northerly  line 
of  the  town  of  Swampscott;  thence  running  westerly  by  said 
town  line  for  a  distance  of  about  two  hundred  thirty-five  feet 
(235')  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  present  town  cemetery;  thence 
running  southerly  by  the  easterly  line  of  the  said  cemetery  for 
a  distance  of  about  ten  hundred  seventeen  feet  (1017')  to  the 
point  of  beginning. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  take 
by  right  of  eminent  domain  for  cemetery  purposes  the  land  de- 
scribed in  Article  48  and  that  there  be  appropriated  therefor  the  sum 
of  812,700.  The  same  to  be  raised  by  transferring  that  amount 
from  funds  of  the  town  accumulated  from  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots 
and  applying  the  same  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  vote. 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  take  by  right  of  eminent  domain  for  public  park 
purposes,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same,  a  certain  parcel  of 
land  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Gre.enway 
at  the  intersection  of  the  division  line  between  Jackson  Park 
and  Progress  Park;  thence  running  southwesterly  by  said  divi- 
sion line  for  a  distance  of  about  twenty-nine  and  seventy  hun- 
dredths feet  (29.70');  thence  running  westerly  by  several  courses 
along  the  northerly  line  of  Jackson  Park  for  a  distance  of  about 
sixteen  hundred  forty-two  and  ninety-three  hundredths  feet 
(1,642.93')  to  land  formerly  of  F.  H.  Griswold;  thence  running 
easterly  for  a  distance  of  about  nine  hundred  feet  (900')  to  the 
westerly  side  line  of  Overhill  road;  thence  running  southerly  by 
the  westerly  line  of  said  Overhill  road  on  a  curve  of  one  hun- 
dred fifty  feet  (150')  radius  for  a  distance  of  about  three  hun- 
dred fourteen  feet  (314')  to  the  Greenway;  thence  running  east- 
erly by  the  southerly  side  line  of  the  Greenway  for  a  distance  of 
about  seven  hundred  forty-six  and  sixty-two  hundredths  feet 
(746.62')  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

A  careful  investigation  fails  to  reveal  to  us  any  convincing  rea- 
sons why  at  this  time,  when  every  eff'ort  is  being  made  to  reduce 
taxes  or  at  least  keep  them  at  their  present  level,  the  property  as 
described  in  this  article  should  be  purchased  for  park  purposes.  We 
therefore  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  erect  a  building  to  be 
used  for  public  school  purposes,  on  the  land  in  Redington  street  ad- 
jacent to  the  Hadley  School  premises,  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same. 

Immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  relieve  the  congested  situation 
at  the  Hadley  School.  The  present  cramped  conditions  of  the  Junior 
High  as  outlined  by  our  Superintendent  of  Schools  we  believe  do 
not  work  well  for  economy  or  the  efficiency  of  either  teachers  or 
pupils. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  the  Town  Counsel  be  appointed  a  Building  Committee  to  in- 
vestigate and  determine  the  present  school  building  needs;  to  secure 
tentative  plans  and  estimates,  and  report  at  a  special  town  meet- 
ing, and  that  the  sum  of  S500  be  appropriated  for  the  use  of  this 
committee. 

Article  51.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  one  hundred  twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents  (81,112.50) 
to  permit  the  School  Committee  to  give  "instruction  in  the  use  of 
English  for  adults  unable  to  speak,  read  or  write  the  same,  and  in 
the  fundamental  principles  of  government  and  other  subjects 
adapted  to  fit  for  American  citizenship,"  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  9  and  10  in  Chapter  69  of  the  General  Laws  and 
Acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

Article  52.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  Excess 
and  Deficiency  the  sum  of  four  thousand  sixty-two  dollars  and  two 
cents  (84,062.02),  overdrawn  appropriations,  and  carried  forward 
to  1924  by  authority  of  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxa- 
tion, Division  of  Accounts-

We  recommend  that  the  town  transfer  from  Excess  and  Defi- 
ciency the  sum  of  84,062.02  and  said  fund  credited  to  current  revenue 
for  the  year  1924. 

Article  53.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  settlement  of  the  petitions 
brought  by  Moorfield  Storey,  et  als,  trustees  of  the  Maria  L.  Phil-

Agreement  has  been  reached  to  settle  for  this 
amount,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Town  Counsel,  is  advisable,  and 
we  recommend  that  the  sum  of  81,000  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose as  set  forth  in  this  article. 

Article  54.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  a  fire  alarm  box 
on  Puritan  road  near  the  Catholic  Club,  and  appropriate  money  for 
the  same,  as  petitioned  for  by  C.  H.  Martin,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  8200  be  appropriated  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in 
this  article. 
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Article  55.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  money  to 
transport  the  school  children  living  in  the  vicinity  of  Foster  Pond 
district,  so  called,  to  the  Machon  School,  as  petitioned  for  by  Bertha 
E.  Day,  et  als. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  transport  by  bus  the  younger 
children  in  this  district  attending  the  Machon  School.  In  inclement 
weather  the  roads  are  practically  impassable  for  small  children,  due 
to  no  fault  of  the  town,  as  they  are  private  ways.  We  feel  that  some 
assistance  should  be  given  them  in  this  matter. 

The  School  Department  have  in  their  budget  the  sum  of  S800  for 
transportation  requirements,  a  part  of  which  should  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  this  article. 

We  recommend  that  this  article  be  referred  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee. 

Article  56.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  twelve  hundred  dollars  (SI, 200)  for  the  construction  and  enclosing 
of  double  tennis  courts  on  Abbott  Park,  as  petitioned  for  by  Walter 
L.  Quinlan,  et  als. 

This  article,  together  with  Articles  57  and  58,  are  the  same  as 
were  placed  on  the  Australian  Ballot  last  year  and  were  rejected  by 
a  substantial  majority.  Considering  the  decisive  opinion  as  ex- 
pressed by  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  the  vote  last  year,  we  rec- 
ommend that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  57.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  twelve  hundred  dollars  (§1,200)  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  playground  equipment,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  joint 
supervision  of  the  Park  Commissioners  and  the  School  Committee, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  217,  Section  1,  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  petitioned  for  by  Walter  L.  Quinlan,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  58.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000)  for  the  purchase  and  installation 
of  portable  bleachers  for  Jackson  and  Phillips  parks,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Harold  F.  Dow,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  60.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  the  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of 
July,  and  to  appoint  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners and  four  other  citizens,  to  have  charge  of  the  celebration,  as 
petitioned  for  by  Alfred  F.  Frazier,  et  als. 

We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  article.

For  the 
town's  share  of  the  expense,  that  the  sum  of  824,000  be  appropriated, 
of  which  84,500  shall  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy  of  the  current  year, 
and  819,500  be  raised  by  notes  or  bonds  of  the  town,  that  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  secure  from  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railroad 
Company,  or  its  representatives,  or  successors,  an  agreement  to  re- 
pair its  present  track  and  raise  it  to  grade  using  a  type  of  rail  and 
construction  satisfactory  to  the  Board,  and  that  all  other  public  serv- 
ice corporations  having  rights  on  or  under  said  portion  of  Essex 
street  to  be  notified  to  install  all  contemplated,  and  repair  all  existing 
underground  construction,  before  the  work  is  started.  (Unanimous.)

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  build  sewers  in  Aspen 
road,  Arbutus  road,  Sargent  road.  Prospect  avenue.  Ocean  View 
road,  Millett  road,  Wyman  road  and  Forest  avenue,  for  a  distance 
of  about  six  thousand  feet  (6,000'),  and  appropriate  money  for  the 
same,  as  petitioned  for  by  James  C.  Soutter,  et  als. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Health,  it  is  evident  that  this 
section  of  the  town  is  badly  in  need  of  sewers:  and  that  a  start  must 
be  made  in  the  near  future. 

This  will  involve  a  large  expenditure  of  money  and  at  present  no 
comprehensive  plan  is  ready  upon  which  definite  estimates  can  be 
submitted. 

We  recommend  that  a  study  be  made  of  this  section  as  a  whole 
by  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  and  Town  Engineer  and  that 
plans  and  estimates  be  prepared.  Additional  conferences  with  the 
Sewer  and  Water  Board  and  Board  of  Health  develop  that  partial 
relief,  to  the  extent  of  available  funds,  should  be  undertaken  this 
year.  We  further  recommend  that  a  sewer  be  laid  from  the  sewer 
terminal  on  Millett  road,  through  Millett  road,  to  and  through  Ocean 
View  road  and  along  Sargent  road;  and  that  the  sum  of  89,000  be 
appropriated  for  the  same,  88,500  of  which  to  be  raised  by  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  town  and  $500  to  be  taken  from  the  Sewer  Emergency 
Fund.

year,  that  the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be 
authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $96,000  and  to  issue  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  town  therefor;  said  notes  or  bonds  to  be  issued  and 
payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  84  Chapter  111, 
of  Clause  8  Section  8,  Chapter  44  of  Section  19,  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  of  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts  of  1923  and  any  Acts 
in  amendment  thereto  or  in  addition  thereto,  so  that  the  whole  loan 
shall  be  naid  in  not  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  the 
issue  of  the  first  note  or  bond  or  at  such  earlier  dates  as  the  Treasur- 
er, with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  may  determine.

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  vote  calls  for  a  report  upon  school  build- 
ing needs;  that  by  implication  it  calls  for  recommendations  for 
school  building  sites  if  a  building  is  found  needed,  and  also  to  secure 
tentative  plans  and  estimates. 

Your  committee  realizing  the  importance  of  this  subject  and  that 
the  financial  and  educational  interests  of  the  town  may  be  subserved 
has  studied  the  situation  during  the  past  six  months,  has  consulted 
Mr.  Harold  F.  Dow,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  whom  we  are  in- 
debted for  much  valuable  information,  and  now  report  upon  the 
three  subject  matters  as  follows: 

Soon  after  our  first  meeting,  at  which  this  question  was  discussed, 
there  was  appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  compile  data  relative 
to  school  house  needs  for  the  use  of  the  committee  as  a  whole.  This 
sub-committee  consisted  of  Messrs.  Linscott,  Humphrey  and  Hardy, 
who  visited  each  school  building  in  town  during  school  hours  and 
ascertained  the  number  of  rooms,  seating  capacity  of  each  room, 
grade  for  which  each  room  was  used  and  the  number  of  pupils  at- 
tending. This  data  was  submitted  in  graphical  form  with  tables  and 
is  made  a  part  of  this  report.  It  was  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the 
town  map,  on  which  were  shown  the  various  schools  and  the  areas 
that  they  served,  which  are  also  made  a  part  of  this  report  and  at- 
tached hereto. 

The  Machon  School,  built  in  1920,  serves  that  section  of  the  town 
west  of  the  B.  &  M.  R.  R.  tracks,  and  lying  adjacent  to  Jackson 
Park,  allows  ample  playground  facilities  for  the  pupils.  It  is  a  nine- 
room  building,  with  assembly  hall  and  playroom  space  in  the  base- 
ment. The  seating  capacity  is  364.  Last  May  there  were  being 
taught  in  the  building  one  class  each  of  the  first  five  grades.  Total 
number  of  pupils  193.  There  were  three  vacant  rooms,  and  in  the 
fourth  room  a  delinquent  class  of  eleven.  In  September  the  enroll- 
ment was  208,  an  increase  of  fifteen,  and  it  was  necessary  to  open 
another  class  in  grade  1,  there  being  fifty-seven  pupils  against 
forty-two  in  the  preceding  year.  This  school  is  ample  to  care  for 
the  needs  of  the  district  for  some  years. 

The  Clarke  School  was  built  in  1906  and  serves  that  section  of  the 
towTi  west  of  Thomas  and  Walker  roads  not  cared  for  by  the  Machon 
School.  It  is  now  attached  to  Abbott  Park,  which  allows  playground 
facilities.  It  is  an  eight-room  building,  no  assembly  hall,  but  has 
small  play-room  facilities  in  the  basement.  The  seating  capacity  is 
342.  Last  May  there  were  being  taught  two  first  grades,  one  each 
of  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth,  and  two  sixth  grades.  Total 
number  of  pupils  273.  Every  room  was  occupied.  In  September  the 
enrollment  was  247,  a  decrease  of  twenty-six,  thereby  eliminating 
one  first  grade  and  leaving  one  vacant  room. 

The  Hadley  School  was  -built  in  1912,  is  situated  on  Redington 
street  near  Humphrey  street,  and  serves  that  section  of  the  town 
lying  west  of  Pleasant  street  not  taken  care  of  by  the  two  schools 
above  mentioned.  It  was  originally  planned  for  a  grade  school  and 
has  scant  outdoor  playground  facilities.  Since  the  adoption  by  the 
town  of  the  6-3-3  system  the  building  has  been  used  jointly  for  the 
six  primary  grades  and  three  junior  high  grades.  The  seating  ca- 
pacity is  658,  which  with  twenty-one  seats  in  the  room  planned  as 
a  library  makes  a  total  of  680.  Last  May  there  were  215  pupils  in 
the  first  six  grades  and  408  in  the  junior  high  school,  making  a  total 
of  623.  In  September  the  enrollment  was  225  in  the  grades  and 
416  in  the  junior  high,  an  increase  of  eighteen  pupils — ten  in  the 
grades  and  eight  in  the  junior  high.    This  building,  with  domestic 
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science  and  manual  training  rooms  in  the  basement,  class  rooms 
overflowing-  into  rooms  previously  planned  for  rest  rooms,  and  the 
library  room  used  as  a  school  room,  has  all  the  appearance  of  being 
overcrowded. 

The  Palmer  School,  built  in  1908  and  enlarged  in  1922,  serves  the 
Phillips  Beach  section  of  the  town.  It  has  playground  facilities. 
There  are  four  rooms  with  a  seating  capacity  of  155.  Last  May 
there  were  123  pupils  divided  among  six  grades,  and  in  September 
the  number  was  increased  to  129.  The  maximum  number  that  could 
be  taken  care  of  in  this  school  is  probably  155. 

St.  John's  School  (parochial),  built  in  1922,  is  situated  on  Blaney 
street  near  the  Hadley  School.  It  is  an  .eight-room  building  front- 
ing on  a  narrow  street,  and  has  scant  playground  facilities.  Last 
May  the  first  five  grades  were  being  taught  and  the  average  number 
of  pupils  per  grade  was  32,  making  a  total  of  161  pupils.  In  Sep- 
tember there  were  six  grades  being  taught  and  the  average  number 
of  pupils  was  thirty-four,  making  a  total  of  206.  The  first-grade 
enrollment  in  September  was  thirty-two.  The  opening  of  this  school 
has  reduced  the  number  of  pupils  attending  the  public  schools  and 
retarded  the  time  when  a  new  grade  school  is  needed. 

North  Shore  Country  Day  School.  This  is  a  private  pay  school 
and  is  situated  in  the  Phillips  Beach  section  of  the  town.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1923,  the  attendance  w^as  sixty-two,  and  in  September,  1924, 
it  increased  to  sixty-eight.  While  the  higher  grades  are  being 
taught  at  this  school  the  largest  classes  are  the  first  and  second 
grades,  which  naturally  are  drawn  from  the  Palmer  School  district. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  above  conditions  and  figures 
one  naturally  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  the  enrollment  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  during  the  past  four  years  has  not  been  abnormal,  and 
that  there  has  not  been  the  same  accelerated  growth  experienced  in 
years  previous  to  1921;  also,  that  the  average  attendance  has  re- 
mained surprisingly  near  the  same  number,  namely,  1510.  One  also 
notes  that  while  there  are  plenty  of  school  rooms  and  school  seats 
for  the  total  enrollment  that  the  domiciles  of  the  pupils  are  so  situ- 
ated that  while  one  building  may  have  an  excess  of  seats  another 
may  be  overcrowded.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  Hadley  School, 
and  is  the  real  problem  before  us. 

The  School  Committee  has  for  the  past  four  years  been  calling  to 
the  attention  of  the  town  the  fact  that  a  new  grade  school  would 
soon  be  needed  to  relieve  the  conditions  at  the  Hadley  School  and 
Palmer  School.  The  adding  of  two  additional  rooms  to  the  Palmer 
School  in  1922  has  temporarily  relieved  the  conditions  in  that 
district. 

In  1922  the  School  Committee  in  its  annual  report  stated  that  in 
the  near  future  the  town  would  need  a  new  high  school  building, 
and  that  the  present  building  after  certain  alterations  then  be  used 
for  a  grade  school  to  accommodate  that  section  of  the  town  which 
is  being  developed  to  the  east.  They  also  recommended  that  the 
land  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School  and  fronting  on  Redington  street, 
then  belonging  to  the  Methodist  Church  and  Isaac  Chick,  be  ac- 
quired as  a  playground  for  the  Hadley  School.  In  1923  this  land 
was  taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  with  the  idea,  as  expressed 
in  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendation,  that  it  should  be  used 
for  enlargement  of  the  Hadley  School  when  needed.  It  is  now  prop- 
erty of  the  town  and  added  10,826  square  feet  to  the  Hadley  School 
property.    The  amount  of  the  settlement  with  the  Methodist  Church 
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was  $7,210.  At  the  date  of  this  report  no  agreement  has  been  made 
with  Mr.  Chick  as  to  the  amount  of  damages. 

In  1923  the  School  Committee,  after  careful  consideration,  sug- 
gested that  due  to  present  conditions  there  be  erected  on  the  prop- 
erty acquired  on  Redington  street  a  nine-room  school  unit  connected 
with  the  Hadley  School,  the  new  building  to  be  used  as  a  grade 
school  and  the  present  Hadley  School  then  to  be  used  exclusively  as  a 
junior  high. 

The  committee  as  a  whole  has  been  assured  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee and  by  the  School  Superintendent  that  the  vacant  rooms  in  the  Ma- 
chon  School  and  the  one  vacant  room  in  the  Clarke  School  cannot  be 
used  to  relieve  the  situation  at  the  Hadley  School.  Your  committee 
finds  that  the  Hadley  School  is  overcrowded  and  that  steps  should  be 
taken  to  relieve  the  condition  by  the  erection  of  a  new  grade  school. 

School  Building  Sites 

The  erection  of  a  new  building  and  the  discussion  of  possible  sites 
has  not  only  meant  a  study  of  present  conditions,  but  we  have  at- 
tempted to  anticipate  future  requirements  that  some  comprehensive 
plan  might  be  developed  along  which  the  school  needs  might  grow. 
Besides  building  another  grade  school  to  relieve  conditions  at  the 
Hadley,  the  School  Committee  has  favored  building  a  junior  high 
gymnasium  as  part  of  such  addition.  With  the  present  conditions 
and  future  needs  in  mind  your  committee  has  considered  the  fol- 
lowing propositions: 

1.  The  erection  of  a  six-room  grade  school  with  administra- 
tive offices,  additional  manual  training  room  in  basement,  and 
a  gymnasium  on  the  land  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School,  all 
of  which  are  to  be  housed  in  one  building  and  connected  with 
the  Hadley  School. 

2.  The  erection  of  a  six-room  grade  school  with  administra- 
tive offices  and  additional  manual  training  rooms  on  land  adja- 
cent to  the  Hadley  School  but  without  gymnasium. 

3.  The  erection  of  a  gymnasium  on  the  land  adjacent  to  the 
Hadley  School  and  attached  to  the  present  building. 

4.  The  erection  of  an  eight-room  grade  school  building  on 
Forest  avenue  near  its  junction  with  Aspen  road,  to  care  for  the 
six  grades  now  in  the  Hadley  School  and  to  care  for  this  rap- 
idly growing  section. 

5.  The  erection  at  some  future  time  of  an  eight-room  grade 
school  building  at  Phillips  Beach  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present 
Phillips  Beach  B.  &  M.  Station,  to  care  for  that  section  of  the 
town. 

6.  As  an  alternative  to  numbers  4  and  5,  the  erection  of  a 
school  building  on  Phillips  Park  which  could  be  added  to  from 
time  to  time,  to  be  used  as  grade  school  for  all  that  section 
east  of  Redington  street  and  thus  eliminate  all  other  grade 
school  buildings  in  this  district. 

7.  The  remodelling  of  and  addition  to  the  building  now  used 
as  a  senior  high  school  as  well  as  an  improvement  of  the 
grounds  that  this  building  might  grow  better  adapted  for  modern 
high  school  needs. 

The  committee  is  not  called  upon  to  make  any  recommendations 
with  reference  to  senior  high  school  needs.    The  present  building 
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is  not  crowded  and  the  grounds  afford  ample  room  for  future  en- 
largement if  required. 

The  facilities  for  the  junior  high  and  Hadley  grade  school  are 
inadequate,  due  to  both  being  crowded  into  one  building. 

*  The  committee  is  unanimous  in  recommending  the  erection  of  a 
grade  school  in  the  district  served  by  the  Hadley  School  building. 
The  committee  is  not  unanimous  on  the  questions  of  (a)  site  for 
new  building  (b)  addition  of  gymnasium  to  junior  high. 

A  majority  of  the  committee  favors  the  proposition  numbered  two 
in  the  propositions  set  forth  above.  Accordingly  the  committee  re- 
ports and  recommends  the  erection  of  a  six-room  grade  school  with 
administrative  offices  and  additional  manual  training  rooms  on  land 
adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School. 

In  the  course  of  its  investigation  the  committee,  keeping  within 
its  appropriation  of  S500,  employed  Peare  &  Quiner,  architects,  for 
advice  and  to  draft  tentative  plans.  Plans  were  drawn  for  a  build- 
ing on  the  lot  next  to  the  Hadley  School.  Without  the  gymnasium 
the  expense  of  the  proposed  school  building,  including  architects' 
fee,  but  not  including  equipment,  is  estimated  at  $84,800.  Following 
is  the  architects'  estimate: 

''October  1,  1924. 

To  the  Buildinq  CommHtee  for  proposed  Redinaton  Street  School 
Bui  ding,  Swampscott,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: — We  have  received  careful  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
building  the  contemplated  school  building  and  the  gymnasium  ac- 
cording to  our  drawings  and  specifications,  which  are  as  follows: 
School  building,  including  architects'  fee   .     .     .  $84,800 
Gymnasium,   including  architects'  fee    ....  57,240 

Our  drawings  were  carried  far  beyond  the  sketch  stage  and  ap- 
proached working  drawings  in  their  completeness.  Our  estimates 
were  made  by  first-class  contractors  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
feel  very  sure  that  our  figures  are  safe  and  conservative.

This  concludes  the  committee's  report.  Further  action  rests  with 
the  School  Board,  Finance  Committee  and  Town.

Finance  Committee's  Report 

The  Finance  Committee  report  was  read  by  Charles  I.  Porter, 
Chairman. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  Vv'ill  authorize  the  School  Committee 
to  dispose  of  the  building,  but  not  the  land,  known  as  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church  on  Redington  street. 
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We  recommend  that  the  School  Committee  be  authorized  to  dis- 
pose of  building,  but  not  the  land,  known  as  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  on  Redington  street,  provided  this  can  be  done  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  town,  and  in  such  manner  that  no  danger  to  persons 
or  property  shall  exist  during  the  work  or  from  the  condition  in 
which  the  land  is  left. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  Chapter  236  of  the 
Acts  of  1924  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  being  an  act 
authorizing  the  town  of  Swampscott  to  pay  an  annuity  to  Elizabeth 
J.  Hadley,  which  act  is  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled  and  by  authority  of  the  same,  as 
follows:  Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  further  discharging  its 
moral  obligation  to  Elizabeth  J.  Hadley,  a  former  school  teacher 
in  its  employ,  the  town  of  Swampscott  may  pay  to  her  annu- 
ally, so  long  as  she  shall  live,  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
six  dollars,  the  same  to  be  in  addition  to  any  pension  payable 
to  her  by  said  town  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect.  Sec- 
tion 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  vote 
of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  at  a  town  meeting;  provided, 
that  such  acceptance  occurs  prior  to  December  thirty-first  in 
the  current  year. 

W.e  feel  that  a  dangerous  precedent  would  be  established  if  this 
appropriation  w^ere  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  there- 
fore we  recommend  that  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  bequest  under  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  E.  Andrews,  as  follows: 

''I  direct  that  my  executors  hereinafter  named  shall  pay  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the 
care  of  the  monument  and  urn  on  my  cemetery  lot  No.  455  in 
said  Swampscott,  the  same  to  be  kept  clean,  and  when  repaired 
to  be  done  in  a  workmanlike  manner  and  to  purchase  a  new 
urn  when  necessary  and  place  flowers  on  said  lot  during  each 
year.  This  sum  is  in  addition  to  the  sum  already  paid  to  said 
town  of  Swampscott  for  the  perpetual  care  of  said  lot." 

It  is  possible  that  the  income  from  $150  might  not  be  sufficient 
to  carry  out  the  terms  of  this  bequest,  but  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  a  beautiful  memorial  chapel  has  been  built  in  this  cemetery 
from  another  bequest  of  Mrs.  Ellen  E.  Andrews,  we  recommend 
that  this  bequest  be  accepted. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
and  convey  a  certain  triangular  piece  of  land  on  New  Ocean  street, 
containing  about  513  square  feet,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  New  Ocean  street;  thence  running 
southerly  by  land  of  the  town  102.76  feet;  thence  westerly  9.98 
feet;  thence  northerly  by  land  of  Bradford  103.31  feet  to  the 
point  of  beginning;  as  shown  by  plan  on  file  with  W.  W.  Pratt, 
Town  Engineer. 

As  petitioned  for  by  Frank  H.  Bradford. 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sell  and  con- 
vey a  certain  triangular  piece  of  land  on  New  Ocean  street,  bounded 
and  described  as  follows: 
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Beginning  at  a  point  on  New  Ocean  street;  thence  running 
southerly  by  land  of  the  town  102.76  feet;  thence  westerly 
9.98  feet;  thence  northerly  by  land  of  Bradford  103.31  feet  to 
the  point  of  beginning;  as  shown  by  plan  on  file  with  W.  W. 
Pratt,  Town  Engineer. 
As  petitioned  for  by  Frank  H.  Bradford. 

containing  about  513  square  feet  at  a  minimum  price  of  50  cents 
per  square  foot. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  convey  to  Irene  Koch  a  certain  piece  of  land  situated  at 
379  and  381  Essex  street,  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 

Northerly  by  Essex  street  one  hundred  feet;  northeasterly  by 
land  of  Hattie  A.  Kain  ninety-five  feet;  southeasterly  by  land 
of  William  McCarty  one  hundred  feet  and  westerly  by  land  of 
Wendel  and  Mary  E.  Gassman  one  hundred  and  five  feet. 

It  has  been  impossible,  in  the  limited  time  allowed  us,  to  get  suf- 
ficient information  on  this  matter  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion.  We 
recommend  that  this  article  be  taken  up  at  the  next  annual  town 
meeting.

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Law  and  Order  By-Law 

By-law  adopted  at  the  special  town  meeting,  April  8,  1924. 

No  person  shall  behave  himself  in  a  rude  or  disorderly  manner, 
or  use  any  indecent,  profane  or  insulting  language,  in  any  street, 
lane,  alley,  or  public  place  in  the  town,  or  near  any  dwelling-house 
or  other  building  therein;  or  be  or  remain  upon  any  sidewalk,  or 
upon  any  door  step,  portico,  or  other  projection  from  any  building 
to  the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  any  person.  No  person  with 
one  or  more  other  persons  shall  stand  or  loiter  in  a  group  or  near 
such  number  of  persons  on  any  sidewalk  in  a  public  street  or  in 
any  public  place  in  the  town  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  free 
passage  of  foot  travelers;  nor  after  a  request  to  move  on  made  by 
any  police  officer.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
for  each  offence.

Amended  By-Law 

By-law  Section  1  of  Chapter  2  as  amended  at  the  special  town 
meeting,  April  8,  1924.

Zoning  By-Law 

Zoning  by-law  adopted  at  the  special  town  meeting,  April  8,  1924. 

ARTICLE  I 
Authorization  and  Division 
By  virtue  and  in  pursuance  of  the  powers  delegated  by  Section  25 
to  Section  33,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws,  the  town 
of  Swampscott  is  divided  into  the  following  districts,  viz.,  2.  General 
Residence  District;  3.  Single  Residence  District. 

ARTICLE  II 
General  Residence  District 
In  District  2,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  building  shall 
be  used,  and  no  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  which  is  intended 
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or  designed  to  be  used  for  a  store  or  shop,  or  for  manufacturing  or 
commercial  purposes,  or  any  other  purpose  except  one  or  more  of 
the  following: 

1.  Residence  for  not  more  than  two  families. 

2.  Boarding,  rooming,  or  lodging  house. 

3.  Church. 

4.  Public  school  or  other  municipal  building. 

5.  Private  school,  library,  museum,  or  other  building  of  an  educa- 
tional character. 

6.  Club,  except  a  club  which  carries  on  a  business  or  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  business. 

7.  Park,  playground,  or  community  purpose. 

8.  Farm,  market  garden,  nursery  or  greenhouse. 

9.  Private  garage  to  be  used  by  the  occupants  or  owners  of  the 
premises,  except  that  space  in  the  same  for  not  more  than  two  cars 
may  be  rented. 

10.  Private  stable  with  provision  for  not  more  than  two  horses. 

11.  Such  accessory  purposes  as  are  customarily  incident  to  the 
foregoing  purposes,  and  are  not  injurious  to  a  neighborhood  as  a 
place  of  residence,  but  such  accessory  purposes  shall  not  include  any 
business,  industry,  trade,  manufacturing  or  commercial  purpose. 

ARTICLE  III 
Single  Residence  District 
In  District  3,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  building 
shall  be  used,  and  no  building  shall  be  erected  or  altered  which  is 
intended  or  designed  to  be  used  for  a  store  or  shop,  or  for  manu- 
facturing or  commercial  purposes,  or  any  other  purpose  except  one  or 
more  of  the  following: 

1.  Residence  for  a  single  family. 

2.  Church. 

3.  Public  school,  or  other  municipal  building. 

4.  Private  school,  library,  museum,  or  other  building  of  an  educa- 
tional character. 

5.  Club,  except  a  club  which  carries  on  a  business  or  is  in  the 
nature  of  a  business. 

6.  Park,  playground,  or  community  purpose. 

7.  Farm,  market  garden,  nursery  or  greenhouse. 

8.  Private  garage  to  be  used  by  the  occupants  or  owners  of  the 
premises,  except  that  space  in  the  same  for  not  more  than  two 
cars  may  be  rented. 

9.  Private  stable  with  provision  for  not  more  than  two  horses. 

10.  Such  accessory  purposes  as  are  customarily  incident  to  the 
foregoing  purposes,  and  are  not  injurious  to  a  neighborhood  as  a 
place  for  single  family  residences,  but  such  accessory  purposes  shall 
not  include  any  business,  industry,  trade,  manufacturing  or  com- 
mercial purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Business  Districts 
In  those  areas  in  District  2  and  indicated  on  the  map  (on  file) 
in  solid  black,  buildings  may  be  used  for  business  purposes  provided 
that,  in  each  case,  after  a  public  hearing  of  which  fourteen  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
prescribe,  said  Board  shall  determine  that  the  purpose  for  which 
the  building  is  sought  to  be  used  will  not  be  substantially  detrimental 
to  the  use  of  property  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 
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ARTICLE  V 

Existing  Buildings 
Any  building  or  part  of  a  building  which,  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  by-law,  is  being  used  for  a  purpose  forbidden  by  the 
provisions  of  articles  two  and  three  may  continue  to  be  used  for  the 
same  purpose  or  for  a  purpose  not  substantially  different  in  char- 
acter. Any  such  building  or  part  of  a  building  and  any  addition 
thereto  made  by  permission  of  the  Selectmen  as  hereinafter  provided 
may  be  structurally  altered  or  added  to  at  any  time  provided  the 
alterations  or  additions  do  not  substantially  enlarge  the  part  of  the 
building  used  for  such  purpose;  and  any  such  building  or  part  of 
a  building  or  such  addition  which  is  partially  or  wholly  destroyed  by 
fire  or  other  casualty  may  be  repaired  or  replaced  by  a  structure  of 
substantially  the  same  size  and  character  and  used  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  formerly  used  or  for  a  purpose  not  substancially 
different  in  character. 

Any  such  building  may  be  added  to  or  enlarged  at  any  time  and 
such  addition  or  enlargement  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  the 
original  building  may  lawfully  be  used  under  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  paragraph  of  this  section  provided,  in  each  case,  that, 
after  a  public  hearing  of  which  fourteen  days'  notice  shall  be  given 
in  such  manner  as  the  Selectmen  may  decide,  the  Selectmen  shall 
determine  that  such  addition  or  enlargement  and  the  use  to  be  made 
thereof  will  not  to  any  substantial  degree  be  detrimental  to  the  use 
of  other  property  in  the  vicinity  thereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Zoning  Map 

The  Zoning  Map,  prepared  by  W.  W.  Pratt,  Town  Engineer,  dated 
January  1924,  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  Zoning  Committee  and 
showing  the  boundaries  of  each  district  and  the  designation  of  each 
district  by  means  of  a  numeral  is  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  by-law. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Setback  Distance  in  General  Residence  District 
In  District  2  no  new  buildings  except  those  described  in  Article  4 
shall  be  constructed  and  no  building  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  ex- 
tended, reconstructed,  raised,  or  moved  so  that  any  part  thereof, 
except  steps,  shall  be  located  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  street  line, 
but  if  there  are  any  buildings  on  any  street  that  do  not  conform 
to  said  building  line,  obedience  to  this  by-law  shall  not  be  required.** 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Setback  Distance  in  Single  Residence  District 
In  District  3  no  new  building  shall  be  constructed  and  no  building 
shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  reconstructed,  raised  or  moved 
so  that  any  part  thereof,  except  steps,  shall  be  located  nearer  than 
twenty  feet  to  any  street  line,  **  but  if  there  are  any  buildings  on  any 
street  that  do  not  conform  to  said  building  line,  obedience  to  this 
by-law  shall  not  be  required."* 

ARTICLE  IX 
Enforcement 

Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  phall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  violation. 
Upon  any  well-founded  information  from  any  citizen  that  this  by-law 
is  being  violated  or  upon  his  own  initiative,  the  Inspector  of  Build- 
ings shall  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  by-law. 
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ARTICLE  X 
Validity 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  by-law  shall  not 
invalidate  any  other  section  or  provision  thereof.

The  foregoing  by-law  is  hereby  approved  with  the  exception  of 
Articles  7  and  8,  which  are  disapproved  as  indicated.

Gentlemen: —  I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  January  1  to  June 
30,  1924,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  35, 
Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of  this 
Division,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  work.

Sir: — As  directed  by  you  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from  January 
1  to  June  30,  1924,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  money  for  the  town  or  com- 
mitting bills  for  collection  were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the 
books  in  the  Town  Accountant's  office. 

The  books  in  the  Town  Accountant's  office  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  reports  from 
the  Town  Treasurer,  and  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the 
warrants  approved  by  the  Selectmen  and  with  the  Treasurer's  books. 

The  ledger  postings  were  checked  with  the  books  of  original  entry, 
the  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is 
appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  as  of  June  30,  1924. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  Treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  records  in 
the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury; 
and  the  payments  were  checked  to  the  warrants  authorizing  the 
Treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds,  notes  and  coupons  on  file. 
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The  cash  balance  as  of  June  30,  1924,  was  verified  by  the  bank 
statements  of  that  date.  A  reconciliation  of  the  Treasurer's  cash 
and  bank  balance  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Collector  were  examined  and  the 
recorded  receipts  were  checked  to  the  payments  made  to  the  Treasurer 
as  shown  on  his  books. 

The  commitments  of  taxes  and  special  assessments  were  verified 
by  the  Assessors'  records,  as  were  the  records  of  abatements  granted. 
The  outstanding  taxes  and  assessments  were  listed  and  reconciled 
with  the  Accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  ithe  books  as  ow- 
ing money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  I  am  satisfied 
that  the  accounts  as  listed  are  correct. 

The  commitments  of  water  department  charges  were  verified  by 
the  department  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  reconciled  with  the  Accountant's  records. 

Tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  taxes,  assessments,  and 
water  accounts  are  submitted  with  this  report. 

The  records  of  the  Water  Department  were  examined.  The  charges 
as  shown  by  the  card  ledger  accounts  were  compared  with  the  Col- 
lector's commitments,  and  the  records  of  abatements  and  adjustments 
granted  were  checked. 

The  Town  Clerk's  records  were  examined,  the  records  of  appropria- 
tions, loan  authorizations,  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town  being 
checked  with  the  Accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  records  of  dog,  hunting  and  fishing,  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
of  the  Town  Clerk's  office  were  examined,  and  payments  to  the 
State,  the  County,  and  the  Town  Treasurer  were  verified  by  receipts 
on  file. 

The  books  of  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  of  the 
Health  and  Library  Departments,  showing  receipts  for  licenses  issued, 
fees,  etc.,  were  examined.  Payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  verified 
by  the  Treasurer's  books  and  the  accounts  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  Town  Accountant.  Tables  are  submitted  herewith 
showing  the  transactions  in  these  departments. 

The  securities  of  the  several  funds  were  •  not  examined  at  this 
time,  but  will  be  reported  upon  as  usual  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  during  the  process  of  the  audit,  I  de- 
sire, on  the  part  of  my  assistant  and  for  myself,  to  express  my 
appreciation.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swam^dscott: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
1924:— 

The  property  in  town  assessed  by  the  local  Assessors  April  1, 
1924,  amounted  to  $18,634,596,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
(1923)  of  $949,417.  The  real  estate  valuation  April  1,  1924,  was 
$17,088,098,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  (1923)  of  $929,673. 

The  valuation  of  personal  estate  assessed  by  the  local  Assessors 
April  1,  1924,  was  $1,546,498,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year 
(1923)  of  $19,744.  The  appropriation  this  year  (not  bonded)  as 
given  to  the  Assessors,  to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  receipts,  was 
$598,959.27,  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  (1923)  of  $5,084.55. 

The  return  of  the  Income  Tax  from  the  State  was  $57,597.03,  a 
decrease  from  the  previous  year  (1923)  of  $3,904.39. 

The  Tax  rate  for  1924  was  $25  per  $1,000,  a  decrease  from  the 
previous  year  (1923)  of  $1  per  $1,000. 

For  departmental  expenses  we  recommend  a  general  appropria- 
tion of  $3,100  for  the  fiscal  year  1925.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

We  submit  again  with  pleasure  the  reports  covering  the  work  of 
the  School  Department  for  the  past  year.  They  will  receive,  we 
trust,  your  thoughtful  and  careful  perusal.  We  have  kept  within 
the  allowance  granted  us,  all  bills  for  the  year  have  been  paid  and 
a  small  balance  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer.  We  continue  to 
give  the  praise  for  this  where  the  praise  is  due,  to  the  Superin- 
tendent. Economy  with  efficiency  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be 
our  policy.  We  ask  you  to  note  that  the  school  budget  for  1925 
will  be  little,  if  any,  in  excess  of  that  for  1924. 

An  unusual  turn-over  in  the  teaching  staff  has  not  in  the  least 
impaired  the  efficiency  of  the  system,  and  we  are  of  the  firm  con- 
viction that  the  schools  still  continue  on  a  high  level,  and  offer 
from  the  first  grade  through  the  senior  class  of  the  high  school  as 
good  an  educational  opportunity  as  can  be  found  in  any  town  of 
our  size  in  the  state  of  Massachusetts.  We  are  a  growing  com- 
munity, and  immediate  and  adequate  school  room  must  be  given 
to  all  the  children  of  our  town.  The  Finance  Committee  have  in 
their  hands  a  report  upon  which  earnest,  careful  and  serious  con- 
sideration has  been  given  over  a  long  space  of  time  by  a  capable 
committee  of  citizens  acting  with  the  School  Committee.  Their 
favorable  report,  to  which  we  look  forward  in  the  near  future,  will 
receive  at  your  hands,  we  trust,  immediate  endorsement,  so  that 
we  can  use  the  new  building  contemplated  and  relieve  the  pressure 
upon  the  Hadley  School  not  later  than  September,  1926.  The  future 
building  policy  is  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  and 
it  has  our  unqualified  approval. 

We  ask  your  attention  particularly  to  that  portion  of  the  high 
school  principal's  report  where  he  speaks  of  the  intelligence  exam- 
inations. Our  high  school  for  years  has  been  the  butt  of  a  good 
deal  of  criticism.  Some  of  it  has  undoubtedly  been  fair  and  just; 
a  great  deal  of  it  has  been  that  kind  of  criticism  that  has  been 
simply  passed  from  mouth  to  mouth  with  very  little  real  foundation 
in  fact.  We  repeat  again  what  we  have  before  said,  that  the  teach- 
ing staff  in  the  high  school  will  prepare  the  normal  pupil  for  college, 
provided  he  does  his  work  faithfully  day  by  day  and  avails  himself 
of  the  help  outside  of  school  hours  that  the  teacher  stands  ready  to 
give.    If  we  can  encourage  the  home  so  that  it  will  seek  through 
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the  parents  a  closer  tie  with  the  school  and  co-operate  in  the  pro- 
gramme of  work  required  by  the  school,  much  of  this  criticism  will 
vanish,  and  where  it  is  deserving  better  conditions  will  be  brought 
about.  We  ask  you  again  to  visit  the  schools,  know  your  child's 
teacher  and  principal,  appreciate  how  they  are  working  for  his 
good,  and  thus  help  them  to  appreciate  more  deeply  this  great 
agency,  the  pride,  with  all  its  faults,  of  our  American  Republic,  the 
public  school  system,  the  builder  of  American  citizenship  and 
character.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  : 

Mrs.  Hardy  and  Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  an- 
nual report  as  superintendent  of  the  Swampscott  schools. 

The  Year  in  Retrospect 

The  year  just  passed  has  not  been  eventful  from  the  standpoint 
of  the  schools.  Rather  has  it  been  marked  by  faithful  effort  on  the 
part  of  the  teaching  staff  to  carry  on  the  tasks  of  a  modern  school 
with  zeal  and  efficiency.  A  keen  realization  has  been  felt  that  im- 
provement and  progress  are  only  the  result  of  continued  study, 
constant  application  and  unremitting  effort,  and  our  teachers  have 
given  these  cheerfully  and  harmoniously.  It  is  my  pleasure  at  this 
time  to  commend  to  you  the  work  and  spirit  of  our  supervisors, 
principals,  teachers,  and  janitors  in  the  strongest  terms. 

At  the  beginning  of  school  in  September  we  had  new  teachers  at 
the  high  school  in  place  of  Mrs.  Florence  Norton,  Mrs.  Susie  Lang- 
ford  and  Miss  Lucille  Burleigh,  and  at  the  junior  high  school  in 
place  of  Miss  Pauline  Flagg,  Miss  Dorothy  Slator,  Miss  Yvette 
LaPointe  and  Miss  Marion  Stevens.  Of  these.  Miss  Burleigh,  Miss 
Flagg,  Miss  Slator  and  Miss  LaPointe  left  us  to  be  married,  while 
the  others  resigned  for  personal  reasons.  The  new  teachers  en- 
gaged for  these  positions  were  Miss  Stella  Greenlaw,  Miss  Barbara 
Davison,  Miss  Lucy  A.  Young,  Miss  Lena  Johnson,  Miss  Marjorie 
Colton,  Miss  Beatrice  Monroe,  and  Miss  Edith  Gardner.  At  the 
same  time  Mr.  Walter  Quinlan,  director  of  Swampscott  Community 
Service  during  the  past  two  years  and  for  the  past  year  director  of 
Physical  Training  for  the  Junior  High  School,  resisrned,  and  his 
place  was  filled  by  the  engagement  of  Mr.  George  Hutchinson.  In 
general,  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  has  been  increased  rather  than 
diminished  by  the  above  changes.  Perhaps,  also,  the  number  of 
these  changes  is  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  size  of  our  teaching 
staff.  Yet,  from  an  administrative  standpoint,  it  would  be  highly 
desirable  to  have  less  of  a  turnover  each  year  and  we  should  con- 
stantly endeavor  to  retain  those  teachers  who  have  proved  their 
worth  to  our  schools. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  at  this  time  the  progress  which  has  been 
made  toward  the  erection  of  a  new  school  to  relieve  the  crowded 
conditions  of  the  present  Hadley  School  in  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  in  the  report  of  last  year.  A  special  building  com- 
mittee was  appointed  at  the  annual  town  meeting  to  investigate 
school  needs  and  to  secure  tentative  plans  and  estimates  for  a  build- 
ing to  furnish  this  relief.  This  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Morrison,  Luther,  Dillingham,  Tillotson,  Vannevar,  Hardy,  Linscott, 
Humphrey  and  Mrs.  Hardy,  was  most  generous  with  its  time  and 
gave  careful  scrutiny  to  this  important  subject.  Their  full  report 
has  been  published,  so  need  not  appear  here  except  in  its  vital 
aspects.    The  Committee  found  definitely  the  necessity  for  relief  of 
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the  Hadley  School  and  recommended  the  erection  of  a  nine-room 
unit  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  School,  on  the  property  already  ac- 
quired by  the  town  on  Redington  street.  This  report  was  made  at 
a  special  town  meeting  in  November  and  was  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee  for  their  recommendation.  The  report  of  this  latter 
committee  has  not  yet  been  made,  but  we  trust  that  the  next  annual 
town  meeting  will  have  a  definite  project  placed  before  it,  backed  by 
the  reports  of  both  the  Building  and  Finance  Committees  with  the 
certainty  that  if  it  is,  the  relief  so  much  needed  in  this  quarter  will 
be  available  by  the  time  school  opens  in  September,  1926. 

A  recommendation  made  in  last  year's  report,  which  did  not  meet 
quite  so  happy  a  fate  as  that  granted  the  recommendation  for  a 
new  building,  was  that  concerning  the  lengthening  of  the  school 
day  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  Parental  opposition 
to  such  extension  of  hours  was  so  strong  that  it  seemed  inadvisable 
to  attempt  the  execution  of  the  plan  as  outlined,  so  for  the  time 
being  the  matter  is  held  in  abeyance.  The  policy  of  the  longer 
school  day,  however,  is  still  felt  to  be  sound,  and  we  have  witnessed 
with  interest  the  past  few  months  the  adoption  of  the  policy  with 
its  subsequent  arguments  by  a  nearby  community.  It  is  safe  to 
prophesy  that  within  a  few  years  a  school  day  of  five  hours  gross 
for  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  will  be  the  exception  rather  than 
the  rule. 

A  slight  change  was  made  during  the  past  year  in  our  system 
of  notifying  parents  and  pupils  of  the  closing  of  schools  because  of 
stormy  weather.  Arrangements  were  made  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment with  the  Lynn  Gas  &  Electric  Company  whereby  the  street 
lights  are  to  be  turned  on  for  a  five-minute  period  whenever  the 
"no  school"  signal  is  rung.  Accordingly,  when  there  is  to  be  no 
school  for  any  of  the  Swampscott  pupils,  the  signal  is  given  and 
the  lights  put  on  for  five  minutes  at  7.20  A.M.  When  school  is 
being  held  only  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools,  the  signal 
is  sounded  and  the  lights  are  put  on  at  7.50  A.M. 

A  move  of  some  significance  for  our  high  school  athletics  was 
the  vote  passed  by  the  School  Committee  to  withdraw  from  the 
North  Shore  League.  This  league  is  composed  of  the  following 
schools:  Chelsea,  Winthrop,  Revere,  Lynn  Classical,  Lynn  English, 
Peabody  and  Beverly,  all  schools  larger  than  our  own,  and  the 
demands  of  the  schedule  frequently  were  of  such  a  nature  that  we 
were  compelled  to  play  the  larger  and  heavier  schools  in  sequence 
early  in  the  season  before  our  small  squad  was  conditioned.  More- 
over, the  league  is  so  large  that  it  was  not  possible  for  Swampscott 
to  play,  especially  in  football,  other  teams  outside  the  league  with 
whom  we  desired  to  have  athletic  relations.  The  North  Shore 
League  has  been  a  factor  for  much  good  among  the  high  schools  of 
this  vicinity  and  it  was  with  genuine  regret  that  we  took  this  step 
which  severed  us  from  official  connection  with  the  league.  In  this 
connection  it  is  pleasant  to  contemplate  the  fact  that  the  past  sea- 
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son  Swampscott  was  tied  with  Lynn  Classical  for  the  championship 
of  the  league  in  football,  losing  but  one  game  throughout  its  entire 
season;  and  it  seems  perfectly  appropriate  at  this  time  to  express 
to  the  Swampscott  Club  and  to  the  Ionic  Club  of  Swampscott  the 
thanks  of  this  department  for  the  supp.ers  and  entertainments  which 
they  gave  to  the  members  of  the  football  squad  on  the  evenings  of 
December  13  and  22,  respectively,  in  recognition  of  their  achieve- 
ments on  the  gridiron.  It  would  be  equally  pleasing  to  us  if  some 
local  organization  would  become  sufficiently  interested  in  the  scho- 
lastic attainments  of  our  youth  to  the  end  that  some  such  pleasant 
social  reward  might  be  forthcoming  for  those  boys  and  girls  who 
achieve  scholastic  success,  such  as  passing  the  college  entrance 
examinations  or  maintaining  uniformly  high  rank  in  their  studies 
throughout  their  high  school  careers. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  at  this  time  the  growth  and  success  of  our 
classes  in  Americanization  during  the  past  year.  Especially  this 
fall  have  they  begun  to  show  the  results  of  the  time  and  effort 
expended  on  them  in  the  past  two  years.  This  year  we  have  main- 
tained these  classes  in  a  central  location,  namely,  the  Hadley  School, 
rather  than  endeavoring  to  have  simultaneous  classes  at  each  end 
of  the  town.  As  a  result  of  this,  we  have  been  able  to  offer  a 
greater  degree  of  differentiation — opening  classes  for  beginners, 
intermediate  and  advanced  groups  instead  of  having  only  beginners' 
and  advanced  classes  as  in  years  passed.  Credit  for  the  success  of 
these  classes  is  largely  due  to  the  personal  effort  of  Miss  Ada  Lewis, 
who  has  had  charge  of  this  department  of  our  educational  offering 
and  who  has  been  assisted  in  this  by  other  interested  citizens  and 
organizations  of  the  town,  especially  the  Swampscott  Women's 
Club.  At  the  time  this  report  is  written  these  classes  have  a  mem- 
bership of  fifty-one  foreign  born  men,  while  the  average  attendance 
for  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December  has  been  thirty- 
five.  We  bespeak  once  more  the  interest  of  all  Swampscott  citizens 
in  this  endeavor  on  the  part  of  the  schools  to  train  for  American 
citizenship  those  who  through  accident  of  birth  are  not  as  yet  en- 
titled to  all  its  privileges. 

Other  events  of  the  past  school  year  which  seem  worthy  of  com- 
ment and  yet  need  no  lengthy  description  were  the  opening  of  the 
lunch  room  in  the  Senior  High  School,  our  third  annual  observance 
of  National  Education  Week  with  "Open  House"  night,  attended  by 
approximately  four  hundred  parents  in  the  various  schools  of  the 
community,  the  physical  training  exhibitions  and  contests  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Flora  Boynton,  the  high  school  musical  clubs  con- 
cert under  the  direction  of  Miss  Esther  Nazarian,  and  the  Junior 
High  School  dramatic  club  plays  produced  by  Miss  Jean  Allan. 

During  the  past  year  we  changed  our  system  of  penmanship, 
adopting  for  future  use  the  Houston  system;  also  adopted  the  Bo- 
lenius  system  of  reading  for  basic  use.  All  classes  in  arithmetic 
have  used  systematically  the  Courtis  drill  material,  and  we  have  given 
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intelligence  tests  to  all  pupils  above  the  sixth  grade  and  used  the 
results  here  obtained  for  purposes  of  differentiation  and  guiflance 
in  the  selection  of  courses  by  pupils. 

Recommendations 
Palmer  School.  The  prospect  of  fairly  early  relief  to  the  Hadley 
School  district  permits  us  to  look  forward  and  plan  for  the  next 
step  in  a  school  building  program.  Without  doubt,  the  next  prob- 
lem of  this  nature  is  to  be  found  at  the  Palmer  School.  At  present, 
we  have  here  a  four-room  building  housing  one  hundred  thirty-five 
pupils  distributed  among  the  first  six  grades.  In  spite  of  the  open- 
ing in  this  locality  of  the  North  Shore  Country  Day  School  and 
additional  loss  of  some  few  children  who  are  attendants  at  the 
Parochial  School,  the  growth  in  this  district  has  been  noticeable  and 
will,  doubtless,  be  more  marked  in  the  near  future  as  the  property 
of  this  locality  is  further  developed.  We  shall  soon  need  in  this 
section  of  the  town  an  eight-room  school,  and  it  is  my  recommenda- 
tion that  the  School  Committee  request  the  early  consideration  of 
this  matter  by  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

High  School.  Our  department  has  long  had  a  vision  of  the  edu- 
cational advantages  to  be  derived  from  the  erection  of  a  new  and 
up-to-date  high  school  in  a  central,  accessible  location,  and  it  seems 
entirely  reasonable  to  prophesy  that  at  some  future  time  this  vision 
will  become  a  reality.  In  view  of  the  other  and  more  pressing 
demands  for  relief  in  the  other  schools  of  the  town,  it  does  not  seem 
wise  at  present  to  bring  this  proposition  before  the  town  for  defi- 
nite action.  It  does  seem,  however,  that  since  the  .erection  of  a 
new  high  school  must  be  deferred,  some  steps  should  be  taken  to 
add  to  the  equipment  in  the  present  high  school  in  order  that  we 
may  off'er  courses  in  industrial  arts  for  those  boys  and  girls  who 
could  derive  profit  from  them,  but  who  at  the  present  time  are 
obliged  to  fill  up  their  programs  with  cultural  or  commercial  sub- 
jects. As  was  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  a  year  ago,  we  lose 
each  year  from  our  school  a  number  of  pupils  who  it  is  believed 
could  remain  in  school  if  such  courses  were  available.  We  have 
made  inquiries  in  some  of  the  neighboring  towns  and  find  that  such 
courses  as  we  purpose  giving,  namely,  manual  training  for  the  boys 
pnd  cookinp*  and  sewing  for  the  girls  are  available  to  the  youth  of 
Belmont,  Concord,  Wakefield,  Reading  and  Marblehead.  I  recom- 
mend, therefore,  to  this  committee  that  a  request  be  made  for  a 
special  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  into  our  Senior 
Hip-h  School  courses  in  manual  training  for  the  boys  and  domestic 
science  and  arts  for  the  girls. 

The  1925  Budget.  While  it  is  not  possible  to  say  definitely  at  this 
time,  it  seems,  however,  that  we  shall  need  for  the  schools  for  the 
year  1925  a  sum  only  approximately  the  same  as  that  which  was 
expended  in  1924.  It  does  not  seem  necessary  this  year  to  increase 
our  maxima  salaries;  our  buildings  call  for  only  ordinary  repairs, 
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our  text  books  are  in  good  condition.  One  sub-division  of  our 
budget,  that  of  medical  inspection,  should,  however,  be  increased. 
We  have  for  the  past  few  years  had  the  services  of  one  of  the  local 
physicians  for  each  of  our  several  schools  paying  each  the  very 
nominal  sum  of  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  The  demands  upon  the 
physicians,  however,  have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is 
my  recommendation  that  this  amount  be  doubled  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

My  report  could  not  be  complete  without  a  word  of  appreciation 
for  the  support  you  have  given  both  as  individuals  and  as  a  com- 
mittee. It  is  a  distinct  privilege  and  pleasure  to  serve  you  and 
with  you,  and  I  feel  that  the  splendid  spirit  within  our  system  is 
due  in  no  small  part  to  the  interest  you  have  shown  in  the  problems 
of  all.

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Report  of  High  School  Principal 

To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott: 

Mrs.  Hardy  and  Gentlemen: — I  hand  you  herewith  my  fifth 
annual  report  as»  principal  of  the  Swampscott  High  School. 

The  enrollment  of  the  Senior  High  School  in  September,  1924,  was 
practically  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  so  that  no  additional 
teaching  assistance  was  necessary.  The  graduating  class  this  year 
contains  fifty-eight  pupils,  while  the  incoming  class  from  Class  3 
of  the  Junior  High  School  contains  110  pupils.  It  appears,  there- 
fore, that  the  enrollment  next  September  will  be  around  300,  and 
we  shall  probably  need  either  one  or  two  additional  teachers. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  only  lunch  which  has  been  pro- 
vided for  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  has  been  a  consignment 
of  sandwiches,  which  have  been  sent  up  from  the  Junior  High  School, 
together  with  ice  cream  and  soup  which  the  teacher  in  charge  was 
able  to  buy  or  prepare  hastily  between  periods.  This  year  the 
lunch  counter  has  been  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Bertha  I.  Wales,  who 
has  shown  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  preparing  warm,  nourishing 
lunches  for  the  pupils,  and  our  present  system  is  a  great  improve- 
ment over  the  past  three  years. 

In  my  report  of  last  year  I  wrote  at  some  length  concerning  the 
question  of  elimination  from  our  High  School.  Without  repeating 
any  of  this  material  I  feel  just  as  strongly  regarding  this  matter, 
and  I  hope  that  very  serious  consideration  will  be  given  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  superintendent  concerning  the  desirability 
of  introducing  manual  arts  equipment  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

During  the  past  two  years  an  automatic  banking  machine  has 
been  in  the  High  School  where  all  pupils  have  access  to  it  at  all 
times  of  day.  The  following  figures,  which  were  received  from  the 
Commonwealth  Savings  Bank  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  school 
year,  are  rather  significant: 

(1)  Total  amount  deposited  for  year  1922-23  $343  02 

(2)  Total  amount  deposited  for  year  1923-24  56  57 

These  figures  show  a  decided  drop  in  the  amount  of  money  saved 
by  the  pupils  of  the  High  School  during  the  last  school  year,  and 
while  it  is  probably  true  that  the  demands  upon  the  pocketbooks 
of  our  High  School  students  are  constantly  increasing  so  their  earn- 
ing capacity  is  also  increasing  and  the  saving  habit  certainly 
ought  to  be  cultivated  during  youth.  It  seems  that  the  parents 
could  co-operate  along  this  line  and  urge  their  children  to  save  a 
certain  portion  of  their  allowance  each  week. 

During  the  past  few  years  intelligence  examinations  have  been 
used  quite  extensively  in  this  building  for  the  purpose  of  grouping 
pupils  in  classes  and  also  as  a  method  of  guiding  pupils  in  the 
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choice  of  electives.  A  survey  of  these  tests  over  a  period  of  three 
years  together  with  the  grades  v^hich  these  pupils  have  attained  in 
High  School  reveals  this  fact  that  very  many  of  the  pupils  could 
do  very  much  better  scholastic  work  than  they  actually  are  doing. 
This  condition  of  things  may  be  explained  in  either  one  of  two  ways: 

(1)  The  home  may  be  falling  down  in  its  job  of  co-operation  with 
the  school  whereby  there  is  a  certain  definite  time  for  study  set 
aside  each  night. 

(2)  The  school  may  not  have  time  enough  at  its  disposal  under 
our  present  five-hour  day  to  perform  its  task  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

We  hear  a  great  many  varieties  of  criticism  concerning  the  High 
School  pupil  of  the  present  day,  and  whatever  may  be  the  merit 
of  these  criticisms  it  is  certain  that  these  pupils  did  not  create  the 
situations  in  which  they  find  themselves.  The  older  generation 
must  be  responsible  in  a  large  measure  for  the  automobile,  the 
"movie  "  and  the  modern  dance,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  home 
ought  to  exercise  a  reasonable  amount  of  discretion  in  the  amount 
of  these  social  activities  which  the  children  are  allowed.  The  writer 
believes  that  the  school  has  a  right  to  expect  that  the  home  will 
at  least  see  that  pupils  abstain  from  the  above  activities  during 
the  week,  and  that  a  definite  period  of  from  two  to  three  hours  be 
set  aside  each  night  when  the  pupil  may  engage  in  the  work  which 
for  him  ought  to  be  of  supreme  importance. 

About  a  year  ago  there  was  some  agitation  in  the  town  con- 
cerning a  longer  school  day  for  the  High  School,  and  it  was  the 
opinion  of  many  people  that  this  would  not  be  desirable.  The 
writer  is  willing  to  abide  by  the  opinion  of  the  majority  but  the 
fact  still  remains,  as  was  pointed  out  above,  that  many  of  these 
pupils  are  not  doing  as  well  as  they  should  or  can  in  their  scho- 
lastic pursuits,  and  if  the  home  is  not  willing  to  assume  the  re- 
sponsibility for  a  large  part  of  the  pupils'  outside  preparation  then 
the  school  must  assume  this  responsibility  and  it  certainly  cannot 
do  so  within  the  time  at  its  disposal  at  present. 

It  is  customary  procedure  for  the  High  School  to  attempt  to  get 
some  information  concerning  the  plans  of  pupils  after  graduation 
during  the  Junior  year.  This  information  is  referred  to  from  time 
to  time  during  the  Senior  year,  with  the  idea  of  getting  the  pupils 
to  think  seriously  along  these  lines. 

Out  of  last  year's  graduating  class  there  were  forty  pupils,  or 
60%,  who  indicated  their  intention  of  continuing  their  education  at 
various  schools.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  the  present  time 
only  eleven  of  these  pupils,  or  27.5,  are  attending  the  schools  where 
they  signified  their  intention  of  going  in  May,  1924. 

It  is  doubtless  true  that  the  pupil  does  not  always  appreciate  the 
gravity  of  making  a  choice  of  schools  after  graduation  and  very 
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often  parents  are  somewhat  lax  in  this  responsibility  on  the  grounds 
that  they  do  not  know  anything  about  entrance  requirements;  but 
on  the  other  hand  a  college  education  costs  from  $500  to  $1,000  a 
year,  and  it  would  seem  that  if  a  man  were  to  invest  $2,500  or 
$3,000  in  his  son  or  daughter  he  would  at  least  be  interested  in 
knowing  something  about  the  entrance  requirements  and  prestige 
of  the  institution  where  this  money  was  to  be  invested.  It  is  cer- 
tainly true  that  with  the  varied  requirements  of  the  colleges  thje 
High  School  cannot  render  efficient  service  to  the  pupil  without 
some  knowledge  of  the  school  or  college  which  he  expects  to  enter. 

The  writer  wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  for  the  co-opera- 
tion given  by  the  corps  of  teachers,  Superintendent  and  School 
Committee.

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1924,  together  with  those  of  the  various  officers: 

Each  year  the  Board  of  Health,  in  its  personal  report,  calls  atten- 
tion of  the  citizens  to  the  reports  of  its  various  officers,  all  of  which 
give  much  information.  The  report  of  the  Board  itself  is  necessarily 
perfunctory,  and  serves  mainly  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
learning  of  its  work  from  the  above  mentioned  reports.  When  a  large 
number  of  people  live  together  in  a  community,  it  has  always  been 
true  that  nature  and  the  habits  of  people  have  to  be  regulated,  in 
order  that  the  community  environment  and  conditions  of  living  may 
contribute  to  the  welfare  of  all.  Much  can  be  done  by  education  to 
improve  the  general  health  of  the  town.  Not  only  should  all  people 
obey  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  Board  of  Health,  but 
they  should  acquaint  themselves  with  proper  methods  of  living  and 
with  all  matters  contributing  to  their  own  better  health.  By  so  doing 
the  general  average  of  good  health  in  the  town  will  rise,  for  it  is 
a  fact  that  study,  effort  and  attention  to  hygienic  methods  bring 
about  good  results. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever 
which  occurred  in  October.  Although  the  disease  did  not  reach  epi- 
demic form,  there  were  times  when  it  assumed  serious  aspects.  The 
school  physicians  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  assist  in  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  have  sacrificed  their  own  per- 
sonal interests  in  every  way  in  the  increased  work  put  upon  them. 
By  their  systematic  examinations  and  the  investigation  of  all  un- 
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known  causes  of  absence  from  school,  it  has  been  possible  to  detect 
many  cases  which  might  have  otherwise  escaped  attention  and  caused 
serious  trouble. 

We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  collection  of  garbage  during 
the  past  year  has  been  generally  satisfactory,  and  in  view  of  the 
small  number  of  complaints  received  has  shown  a  decided  improve- 
ment over  previous  years. 

As  stated  in  the  report  of  the  health  officer,  considerable  trouble 
has  been  experienced  during  the  year  in  finding  places  on  which  to 
dispose  of  the  collections  of  ashes  and  rubbish.  Although  temporary 
places  were  found,  their  location  was  such  that  much  valuable  time 
is  consumed  in  going  to  and  from  the  dump.  At  the  present  time 
all  waste  material  is  being  disposed  of  on  private  property,  there 
being  no  public  dumping  places,  therefore  the  continued  use  of  those 
places  is  only  speculative  and  consequently  uncertain.  The  situation 
regarding  the  disposal  of  waste  material  is  vastly  different  than  that 
of  garbage,  and  the  idea  of  compelling  the  collector  to  provide  a 
dump  or  remove  the  material  from  town  is  out  of  the  question.  If 
the  town  is  going  to  continue  with  the  collection  of  waste  material 
it  must  expect  to  provide  for  its  disposition.  The  situation  demands 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  to  provide  not  only  for  the  present 
need  but  for  the  future  as  well.  We  therefore  recommend  that  a 
committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  this  matter  and  report  at  the 
adjourned  town  meeting.

Communicable  Diseases

Measles  and  scarlet  fever  have  been  the  most  prevalent  of  the 
diseases  reported  during  the  past  year.  During  the  months  of  Octo- 
ber, November  and  December  there  was  not  only  a  substantial  but 
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an  uncomfortable  increase  in  the  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases 
reported.  Although  it  was  found  that  some  of  the  spread  of  the 
disease  was  due  to  the  mild  form  in  which  it  appeared  and  possibly 
some  unrecognized  cases,  it  was  also  found  that  there  were  still 
some  parents  who  overlook  the  necessity  of  consulting  a  physician 
when  their  children  are  ill,  and  who,  because  of  their  unwillingness 
to  suffer  the  inconvenience  which  their  being  quarantined  would 
cause,  fail  or  refrain  from  reporting  suspected  cases  of  communi- 
cable diseases  among  their  children.  Such  parents  are  a  menace  to 
the  community,  for  they  not  only  jeopardize  the  health  of  those  in 
their  household  but  that  of  the  whole  community.  Parents  should 
realize  the  necessity  of  consulting  a  physician  in  every  case  where 
there  is  a  question  as  to  the  nature  of  any  illness  among  the  mem- 
bers of  their  household.  No  matter  how  efficient  the  health  depart- 
ment might  be,  it  cannot  hope,  or  be  expected,  to  cope  with  the 
situation  unless  it  has  the  co-operation  and  support  of  each  and 
every  individual. 


School  Inspection 

While  the  appearance  of  scarlet  fever  has  made  it  impossible  for 
the  school  physicians  to  complete  the  physical  examination  of  the 
pupils  in  the  public  schools  in  time  for  this  report,  the  following 
summary  will  give  an  idea  of  the  results  of  the  examinations  as 
thus  far  accomplished,  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  previous 
year: 
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Ashes  and  Garbage 

In  order  to  overcome  and  eliminate  the  many  complaints  which 
the  department  had  been  receiving  relative  to  the  contractor  failing 
to  make  his  collections  of  ashes  and  rubbish  upon  the  day  specified, 
the  Board  rearranged  the  routes  and  extended  the  collections  into 
another  day.  The  new  arrangement  went  into  effect  on  March  3rd 
and  was  proving  very  satisfactory,  when  notice  was  received  from 
the  owners  of  the  private  property  upon  which  some  of  the  dumps 
were  located  that,  owing  to  complaints  from  adjoining  property 
owners,  further  dumping  upon  the  premises  was  prohibited. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  a  public  dump,  Doth  the  department  and  con- 
tractor were  faced  with  the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  the  material 
after  collection.  Being  unable  to  locate  new  dumping  places  con- 
venient to  the  points  of  collection,  it  became  necessary  to  make 
longer  hauls  in  order  to  dispose  of  a  load.  Because  of  the  extra 
time  consumed  in  going  to  and  from  the  dump,  the  contractor  has 
been  unable  to  make  as  many  trips,  and  the  result  has  been  his 
inability  to  collect  all  of  the  route  on  the  day  specified.  As  the 
contract  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish  does  not  require 
the  contractor  to  provide  the  place  of  disposal,  he  declined  to  bear 
the  additional  expense  of  employing  more  men  and  wagons  in  order 
to  keep  up  to  schedule.  Therefore,  it  remains  for  the  town  to  either 
cancel  the  contract,  pay  him  for  the  additional  men  and  wagons 
employed  or  provide  a  dumping  place  convenient  to  the  collections. 

In  my  report  of  1916  attention  was  called  to  the  rapidly  growing 
necessity  of  a  public  dump.  That  necessity  has  now  become  a 
reality,  not  only  to  this  department  but  to  the  general  public  as 
well.  There  is  no  assurance  that  Vcie  present  dumps  will  be  avail- 
able for  any  length  of  time,  therefore  the  matter  is  one  which 
should  receive  serious  consideration  the  coming  year. 

The  collection  of  garbage  during  the  past  year  has,  without 
question,  been  more  satisfactory  than  for  several  years.  The  num- 
ber of  garbage  complaints  received  has  been  considerably  less  than 
those  formerly  received  and  there  has  been  an  apparent  effort  on 
the  part  of  the  contractor  to  perform  the  work  in  as  satisfactory 
a  manner  as  possible. 

Beaches 

The  various  beaches  of  the  town  have  been  cleaned  this  year  as 
in  years  past. 

Owing  to  the  use  of  Palmer  Beach  as  a  picnic  ground  considerable 
complaint  was  received  from  those  owning  property  adjoining  the 
beach,  at  both  this  office  and  that  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  rel- 
ative to  the  broken  glass,  garbage,  paper  and  other  waste  material 
left  upon  the  beach  after  such  parties  were  held.  Complaints  of 
damage  being  done  to  the  adjoining  property  as  well  as  to  the 
conduct  of  some  of  those  frequenting  the  beach  were  also  received. 
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As  a  result  of  a  conference  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  warning 
signs  were  placed  at  each  end  of  the  beach,  waste  receptacles  were 
placed  at  convenient  places  along  the  beach  and  an  officer  detailed 
to  patrol  the  beach  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  evenings.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  action  much  of  the  trouble  has  been  overcome  and  the 
complaints  eliminated. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  the  school  physicians  for  the  valuable  assistance  which 
they  have  accorded  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duty  during  the 
past  year.  To  the  members  of  the  Board,  the  members  and  officers 
of  other  departments,  the  superintendent,  principals  and  teachers 
of  our  schools  and  to  all  others  who  have  assisted  me  in  my  work 
during  the  year,  I  also  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation.

Milk  Supply 

The  health  authorities,  acting  as  agents  of  the  consumer,  must 
determine  how  the  healthfulness  of  the  milk  supply  shall  be  pro- 
tected. The  dangers  which  naturally  surround  the  production  and 
handling  of  milk  are  such  that  if  the  supply  is  to  be  made  safe 
it  must  be  done  either  by  means  of  medical  supervision  of  the 
health  of  the  cows  and  the  men  or  by  proper  pasteurization.  The 
cleanliness  of  milk,  as  it  is  now  being  delivered  to  the  consumer, 
is  generally  very  satisfactory,  but  constant  and  continued  emphasis 
is  needed  to  insure  that  it  is  maintained  at  a  high  level. 

The  keeping  quality  of  milk  is  a  matter  which  is  constantly  re- 
reiving  the  attention  of  the  consumer,  since  there  is  no  other  short- 
coming of  milk  which  is  more  quickly  impressed  upon  him,  and  he 
is  constantly  insisting  upon  an  improvement.  The  delivery  of  old, 
stale  milk,  on  the  verge  of  souring,  is  as  much  a  fraud  as  the 
delivering  of  milk  lacking  in  food  value,  healthfulness  or  cleanli- 
ness. The  producer  and  dealer  are,  as  rapidly  as  economical  means 
can  be  found,  endeavoring  to  overcome  this   condition,  but  they 
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must  have  the  co-operation  of  the  consumer.  The  keeping  quality 
of  milk  after  delivery  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  the  tempera- 
ture at  which  the  milk  is  maintained;  the  responsibility  rests  upon 
the  consumer  to  hold  the  milk  at  a  reasonably  low  temperature 
after  it  is  delivered  to  him.  Very  frequently  it  is  found  that  little 
regard  has  been  given  this  matter  by  the  consumer,  therefore,  much 
of  his  criticism  of  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk  is  unjust. 

During  the  past  year  considerable  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  conditions  under  which  the  milk  supply  was  being  produced 
and  handled.  Certain  changes  in  methods  have  been  recommended 
and  suggested  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  inspector,  would  prove 
beneficial  to  both  the  producer  and  consumer.  With  but  one  excep-  , 
tion  suggested  changes  were  cheerfully  made  and  have  resulted 
in  a  marked  improvement  in  both  the  cleanliness  and  quality  of  the 
milk.  Although  repeated  attempts  were  made  to  obtain  a  much 
needed  change  in  the  methods  and  conditions  under  which  one  dealer 
was  producing  and  handling  milk,  it  became  necessary,  because 
of  his  refusal  to  comply  with  our  requests,  to  order  him  to  cease 
further  sales  of  milk  produced  or  dealt  in  by  him,  within  this  town. 

The  following  gives  an  idea  of  the  quality  of  the  milk,  cream  and 
ice  cream  delivered  and  sold  in  this  town,  during  the  past  year, 
compared  with  that  required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  regulations  of  this  department:

New  Regulations 
Although  there  has  been  several  additions  and  amendments  to 
the  laws  governing  the  production  and  sale  of  milk  during  the  past 
year,  none  of  them  have  been  of  more  importance  to  the  producer 
and  inspector  than  that  of  Chapter  310  of  the  Acts  of  1924,  amend- 
ing Chapter  94  of  the  General  Laws.

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Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  94,  as  now  amended,  it  became, 
compulsory  for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  make  rules  and  regu- 
lations and  establish  standards  for  the  production,  processing  and 
sale  of  what  is  known  as  "Grade  A"  milk,  the  said  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  include  butter  fat,  bacteria  and  sanitary  standards.  Be- 
fore submitting  the  said  rules  and  regulations  to  the  Governor  and 
Council  the  State  Department  was  required  to  hold  hearings  at 
which  those  objecting  to  said  regulations  were  given  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard.  After  several  lengthy  and  spirited  hearings  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council,  on  November  19,  1924,  approved  the  following 
regulations  relative  to  Grade  A  milk: 

Regulation  1 

Grade  A  milk  shall  be  pasteurized  within  the  Commonwealth, 
and  shall  be  natural  cows'  milk  not  more  than  48  hours  old  when 
pasteurized  by  heating  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  30  minutes 
to  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  145°  Fahrenheit,  and  immediately 
thereafter  cooled  to  a  temperature  of  50°  Fahrenheit  or  lower, 
and  shall  be  kept  at  such  temperature  until  delivered  to  the  con- 
sumer, and  when  so  delivered  shall  contain  not  more  than  25,000 
bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter  and  not  less  than  4  per  cent  milk  fat. 

Regulation  2 

All  milk  intended  to  be  ultimately  sold  as  Grade  A  milk  shall 
be  produced  at  dairies  receiving  from  the  Board  of  Health  of  any 
town  where  such  Grade  A  milk  is  intended  to  be  sold,  a  permit  to 
produce  milk  for  that  purpose.  No  such  permit  shall  be  granted, 
and  any  permit  so  granted  shall  be  revoked  by  the  Board  of  Health 
granting  it,  if  the  stable  and  milk  room  are  not  clean;  if  the  cows 
are  not  healthy;  if  the  cows'  udders  are  not  cleaned  at  milking 
time;  if  the  cows  are  not  milked  with  clean  dry  hands  into  small- 
top  milk  pails  or  with  clean  milking  machines;  if  the  milk  is  not 
removed  from  the  stable  immediately  after  milking  in  the  pails 
into  which  it  was  milked;  if  the  milk  is  not  quickly  cooled  to  a 
temperature  of  50°  Fahrenheit  or  less,  and  kept  at  such  tempera- 
ture until  delivered;  provided,  that  if  the  milk  is  shipped  to  the 
receiving  station  immediately  after  milking  and  before  its  tem- 
perature can  be  reduced  to  50°  Fahrenheit,  such  milk  may  be  used 
for  Grade  A  milk  if  its  temperature  is  quickly  reduced  at  the 
receiving  station  to  50°  Fahrenheit  or  less. 

Regulation  3 

Each  person,  firm  or  corporation  pasteurizing  Grade  A  milk  shall 
not  use  for  such  purpose  any  milk  more  than  48  hours  old,  or 
any  milk  obtained  from  a  dairy  not  having  a  permit  required  by 
Regulation  2,  or  any  milk  received  at  a  temperature  above  50° 
Fahrenheit,  except  as  provided  in  said  Regulation,  or  any  milk 
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containing  more  than  250,000  bacteria  per  cubic  centimeter,  and 
shall  at  least  twice  a  month  determine  or  cause  to  be  determined 
the  bacteria  content  of  the  milk  of  each  such  dairy. 

All  records  of  bacteria  counts  made  under  the  provisions  of  this 
regulation  shall  be  kept  for  at  least  one  year,  and  shall  be  open 
to  inspection  by  all  milk  inspectors  of  cities  or  towns  where  the 
milk  is  to  be  sold,  and  to  all  officers,  inspectors  or  other  employees 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

Regulation  4 

Each  person,  firm  or  corporation  pasteurizing  Grade  A  milk 
shall  keep  his  plant  and  apparatus  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condi- 
tion, and  shall  cause  all  apparatus  and  utensils  used  in  the  pas- 
teurization of  milk  to  be  cleaned  at  the  close  of  each  day's  work 
and  to  be  in  a  clean  condition  when  next  used. 

All  apparatus  used  in  the  pasteurization  of  Grade  A  milk  shall 
be  equipped  with  automatic  recording  thermometers  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  all  temperature  records  ob- 
tained in  the  pasteurization  of  Grade  A  milk  shall  be  kept  on  file 
for  a  period  of  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  days. 

Regulation  5 

All  bacteria  counts  shall  be  determined  by  the  methods  of  the 
American  Public  Health  Association.  The  accepted  figure  shall 
be  the  median  of  a  series  of  not  less  than  three  or  more  than  seven 
samples  taken  at  approximately  the  same  time. 

All  samples  of  Grade  A  milk  taken  from  delivery  vehicles  of 
licensed  milk  dealers  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  bacterial 
content  thereof,  shall  be  taken  from  different  containers  intended 
for  sale.  If  the  samples  so  taken  show  upon  examination  a  higher 
bacterial  content  than  is  provided  in  these  regulations,  notice  shall 
be  sent  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  from  whom  these 
samples  were  taken,  and  not  less  than  five  (5)  days  thereafter 
a  second  series  of  samples  may  be  taken.  If  the  examination  of 
the  second  series  shows  a  higher  bacterial  content  than  is  provided 
in  these  regulations,  notice  shall  be  sent  as  provided  herein  and 
not  less  than  three  (3)  days  thereafter  a  third  series  of  samples 
may  be  taken.  It  shall  be  considered  a  breach  of  these  regulations 
should  both  the  second  and  third  series  of  samples  exceed  in  bac- 
terial content  that  provided  herein. 

Regulation  6 

All  bottled  Grade  A  milk  shall  be  covered  with  a  cap  and  seal 
or  such  other  covering  device  as  will  suitably  protect  the  lip  of  the 
bottle  from  contamination.  The  cap  shall  state  the  day  of  the 
week  upon  which  the  milk  was  pasteurized,  and  shall  also  bear 
the  words  "Grade  A  Pasteurized." 
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This  regulation  shall  become  effective  thirty  (30)  days  after  the 
previous  regulations  have  become  effective. 

Whoever  himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent  sells,  exchanges 
or  delivers  or  has  in  his  custody  or  possession  with  intent  to  sell, 
exchange  or  deliver  any  milk  designated  as  "Grade  A  Milk"  and 
not  conforming  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  standards  made  and 
established  hereunder  shall  be  punished  for  the  first  offence  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  and  for  a  subsequent  offence 
within  one  year  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

If  the  above  regulations  are  to  be  enforced,  and  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  milk  inspectors 
stated  that  strict  adherence  to  the  regulations  will  be  required,  the 
duties  of  your  inspector  will  be  necessarily  increased.  More  time 
must  be  devoted  to  the  work  and  a  more  thorough  system  of  in- 
spection maintained  at  both  the  dairy  and  the  distributing  plant; 
therefore,  some  provision  must  be  made  the  coming  year  to  care  for 
the  expense  of  making  the  required  Inspections. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  state  that  the  sum  of  $32.50  has  been  re- 
ceived from  licenses  and  the  said  amount  has  been  turned  over  to 
the  collector  and  his  receipt  obtained.

To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1924: 

During  the  past  year  all  children  in  the  elementary  grades  and 
thos.e  of  the  first  and  second  grades  of  the  Junior  High  School  have 
been  given  a  complete  physical  examination.  In  addition  to  this 
work,  sight  and  hearing  tests  were  made  and  the  children  measured 
and  weighed  at  regular  intervals.  When  a  defect  is  found  a  notice 
is  sent  to  the  parents  with  recommendation  as  to  the  steps  which 
should  be  taken  to  correct  the  same. 

It  has  been  most  gratifying  to  note  the  remarkable  improvement 
in  the  physical  condition  of  our  school  children,  as  shown  in  the 
report  of  the  health  officer,  and  is  a  splendid  example  of  the  value 
of  health  education.  Much  of  the  improvement  has  been  due  to  the 
valuable  assistance  which  the  principals  and  teachers  have  given 
me  in  my  work. 

Plans  for  new  work  have  been  delayed  by  the  prevalence  of  scar- 
let fever  and  the  direction  of  my  attention  to  the  visiting  of  the 
homes  where  children  were  reported  absent  because  of  illness.  As 
a  result  of  these  visits  many  cases  have  been  found  which  would 
not  otherwise  have  been  discovered  or  reported.  These  visits  also 
brought  attention  to  many  cases  of  need,  due  in  a  large  manner  to 
unemployment,  and  they  have  been  cared  for  in  various  ways  with- 
out calling  upon  the  town  for  aid. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  and  hearty  co- 
operation which  I  have  received  from  the  physicians,  teachers  and 
parents  during  the  year  in  giving  the  child  a  chance.  I  also  wish 
to  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  which  has  been 
so  heartily  accorded  me  by  the  various  organizations  of  the  town 
in  solving  the  many  financial  problems  which  have  confronted  me 
during  the  year.

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Report  of  Inspector  of  Slaughtering 


To  the  Board  of  Health: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1924: 

There  has  been  about  the  usual  amount  of  slaughtering  carried 
on  in  town  this  year  and  the  work  has  been  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  While  the  usual  care  has  been  used  in  inspecting  car- 
casses for  cholera  and  other  diseases,  particular  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  examinations  for  the  detection  of  tubercular  lesions. 

While  this  part  of  the  work  has  not  been  omitted  in  the  past, 
still  inspectors,  in  general,  have  considered  tuberculosis  as  a  disease 
found  in  cattle  rather  than  swine. 

No  licenses  have  been  issued  for  slaughtering  during  the  year, 
but  permission  has  been  given  to  any  one  who  applied,  subject  to 
health  regulations.

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Report  of  Town  Engineer 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  of  the 
service  rendered  by  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  various 
departments  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924: 

The  Engineering  Department  has  had  charge  of  the  following 
line  of  work:  The  designing  and  superintending  of  the  construction 
of  all  drains  and  sewers,  surfacing  of  all  streets  built  by  contract, 
together  with  the  specifications  and  estimates  for  the  same;  the 
establishing  of  street  grades  and  lines  for  curbstones  and  grano- 
lithic sidewalks;  all  data  and  plans  relating  to  the  laying  out  of 
private  ways  for  acceptance  as  public  streets,  and  all  engineering 
questions  which  come  before  the  boards  of  the  several  depart- 
ments. During  the  past  year  the  estimates  approved  by  this  de- 
partment have  amounted  to  $40,000,  and  all  contracts  have  con- 
formed with  the  specifications  therein  described. 

Sewer  and  Drains 

The  sewer  system  of  this  town  has  been  extended  in  the  follow- 
ing streets:  Banks  road,  Essex  street,  Millett  road,  Ocean  View 
road.  Orchard  road.  Orchard  circle, — a  total  distance  of  2,811  feet. 

The  time  required  for  the  construction  of  the  above  sewers  was 
satisfactory,  except  in  Millett  and  Ocean  View  roads.  At  a  very 
great  inconvenience  to  the  abutters  and  residents  in  this  section, 
the  construction  of  this  sewer  extended  over  a  period  of  seven 
months,  due  to  inadequate  equipment  and  very  poor  management 
of  the  contractor.  I  hope  that  in  the  future  both  factors,  effi- 
ciency and  the  lowest  bidder,  will  be  considered  in  awarding 
contracts. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  replace  the  100  h.p.  electric  motor 
with  a  120  h.p.  gasoline  engine  at  the  sewer  pumping  station.  This 
was  due  to  the  very  unreliable  supply  of  electrical  power  at  the 
station  during  flood  periods. 

The  total  amount  of  sewage  pumped  by  the  town  was  231,518,000 
gallons. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  the  last  section  of 
Stacey  brook  has  been  enclosed  in  a  concrete  culvert  of  required 
size  to  discharge  to  the  sea  the  water  under  flood  conditions. 

The  two  outfalls  of  Marshall  brook  have  been  repaired  by  a 
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reinforced  concrete  culvert,  inclosing  a  24"  cast  iron  pipe  and  de- 
signed as  far  as  possible  to  resist  the  ice  and  wave  action. 

Continuous  Sidewalks 

Lines  and  grades  have  been  given  in  the  various  streets  as  des- 
ignated by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  laying  of  478  lineal 
feet  of  curbing,  1,261  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalks,  and 
3,922  square  feet  of  parking. 

Selectmen's  Department 

Data  and  estimates  have  been  furnished  at  various  times  for 
use  in  the  Selectmen's  department  and  plans  submitted  for  their 
approval. 

Assessors'  Department 

The  yearly  routine  work  necessary  to  keep  the  Assessors'  plans 
and  card  index  up  to  date  has  been  done. 

At  the  request  of  property  owners,  street  lines  and  grades  have 
been  given  from  time  to  time  for  grading  lawns,  building  walls,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesies 
shown  me  by  the  various  departments  and  by  private  engineers, 
who  kindly  furnished  me  with  their  data,  thereby  greatly  assisting 
the  work  of  this  department.

To  the  Citizeyis  of  Swamjpscott: 

We  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1924: 

The  past  year  has  been  an  average  one  as  to  the  number  aided, 
but  exceptional  as  to  the  number  of  State  cases,  of  which  there 
were  five.  We  have  one  family  consisting  of  seven  persons,  which 
is  a  State  case,  and  which  will  call  for  a  yearly  expenditure  of  over 
a  thousand  dollars. 

We  have  living  in  Lynn  six  families  whose  settlement  is  in 
Swampscott,  and  therefore  we  have  to  reimburse  Lynn  for  aid 
granted  them. 

The  town  will  receive  from  the  State  all  that  is  expended  on 
these  State  cases,  so  that  the  net  cost  to  the  town  of  Swampscott 
will  be  about  the  usual  amount. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  to  be  met,  it  is  necessary  to  ask  for  a 
larger  appropriation  for  1925. 

The  financial  and  statistical  reports  will  be  found  under  the  head- 
ing of  the  Secretary's  report. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,500 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Poor  Department  for  the  ensuing  year.

Apparatus 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  condition,  requiring  only  the  regular 
running  repairs  during  the  coming  year. 

The  old  solid  tires  on  Combination  C,  the  ladder  truck,  which 
were  worn  out,  have  been  replaced  by  up-to-date  pneumatics  and 
are  giving  good  satisfaction. 

The  placing  of  a  chemical  tank  on  the  service  car  has  proved  to 
be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  department.  We 
have  also  placed  several  Foamite  extinguishers  on  the  apparatus 
for  use  at  oil  and  gasoline  fires  exclusively.  They  have  done 
good  work  in  this  line  in  other  places. 

Large  Hose 

We  now  have  4,025  feet  2V2  inch  hose  in  good  condition. 

Chemical  Hose 

We  now  have  700  feet  of  first  class  chemical  hose. 

Two-Platoon  System 

On  July  15,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town,  the  two- 
platoon  system  went  into  eff'ect  in  our  department,  giving  our  men 
the  same  working  conditions  as  in  the  fire  departments  of  our  neigh- 
boring cities  and  towns.  This,  in  our  opinion,  has  been  a  decided 
success,  as  every  man  in  the  department  has  seemed  to  do  his  best 
to  render  a  full  measure  of  service  in  a  harmonious  and  cheerful 
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way,  even  in  excess  of  required  duty.  We  have  had  many  instances 
of  members  of  the  off  shift  answering  alarms,  both  still  and  bell, 
when  off  duty.  One  of  our  new  men  is  a  lineman  of  over  ten 
years'  experience,  which  gives  us  a  man  available  at  any  time  for 
work  on  our  fire  alarm,  lines. 

Fire  Stations 

The  Central  Station  will  need  quite  a  little  repair  work  done  to 
keep  it  in  proper  shape  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Phillips  Beach  station  will  need  quite  a  little  repair  work 
done  on  the  inside  in  a  short  time. 

Fire  Alarm  System 

There  have  been  82  alarms  received  over  the  fire  alarm  system 
during  the  past  year.  One  new  box,  No.  115,  has  been  installed  on 
the  Park  Building  at  Fishermen's  Beach,  and  three  old  boxes  re- 
placed by  the  latest  type  during  that  time.  We  believe  a  new  box 
should  be  installed  on  Puritan  road,  near  the  entrance  to  Little's 
Point,  and  have  so  recommended. 

As  the  town  has  followed  the  policy  during  the  past  few  years  of 
replacing  three  of  our  old  Stevens  type  boxes  each  year  with  the 
latest  type  Gamewell  boxes,  we  have  recommended  the  same  this 
year,  We  have  also  recommended  tape  registers  for  the  houses 
of  Chemical  4,  Lynn,  and  Engine  8,  Lynn,  as  this  is  the  only  reli- 
able way  of  receiving  and  recording  alarms.  Our  fire  alarm  system 
has  been  connected  with  the  house  of  Engine  8  on  Eastern  avenue, 
Lynn,  making  that  apparatus  more  available  when  needed. 

Autos  at  Fires 

We  would  again  request  autoists  not  to  drive  their  autos  up  close 
to  the  scene  of  a  fire,  but  park  them  far  enough  away  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  movements  of  the  firemen  and  apparatus. 

Wooden  Shingles  a  Fire  Menace 

We  believe  that  a  by-law  should  be  enacted  by  the  town  pro- 
hibiting the  use  of  wood  shingles  on  new  roofs  or  complete  re- 
shingling  jobs.  The  fire-resisting  type  of  shingle  can  be  put  on 
cheaper  and  a  lower  rate  will  be  allowed  on  buildings  by  the  in- 
surance companies  where  used. 

Remarks 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  good  work  done  by  our  auto  super- 
visor. Captain  McNamara,  who  has  taken  care  of  the  repairs  on 
the  apparatus  in  a  cheerful  and  painstaking  manner,  even  to  the 
extent  of  giving  up  his  vacation  date  when  a  breakdown  occurred. 
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This  department,  co-operating  with  the  School  Department,  fur- 
nished speakers  and  held  fire  drills  in  the  schools  in  observance 
of  Fire  Prevention  Day,  October  9. 

Recommendations 

That  the  town  appropriate  $1,000  for  hydrant  rental. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $150  for  two  tape  registers. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $225  to  place  a  fire-alarm  box  on  Puri- 
tan road,  near  entrance  to  Little's  Point. 

That  the  town  appropriate  $480  to  replace  three  of  our  old  type 
fire-alarm  boxes  with  the  modern  Gamewell  box.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Moth  Work 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — The  gypsy  moth  work  to  the  public  in  general  seems 
to  include  the  suppression  of  most  everything  in  the  line  of  leaf 
eating  insects  on  trees  and  shrubbery.  Recently  the  satin  moth 
has  been  imported,  and  it  quite  severely  infests  this  area.  The 
tent  caterpillars  were  quite  numerous  this  year.  Canker  worms 
and  tussock  moths  are  a  menace  in  some  sections.  All  these  and 
many  others  are  generally  called  gypsy  moths,  and  the  Moth  De- 
partment is  called  on  to  suppress  them  where  outbreaks  occur.  It 
has  been  the  policy  to  give  assistance  when  the  work  could  be 
done  at  the  same  time  as  for  the  gypsy  moth. 

There  is  a  state  law  that  requires  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy 
and  brown  tail  moths.  The  liability  or  amount  expected  to  be  spent 
by  each  town  is  stipulated  in  the  law,  and  in  this  town  that  amount 
is  $5,000. 

So  long  as  that  amount  is  not  exceeded  it  has  been  customary  to 
accede  to  the  public  demands.  The  past  year  much  more  spraying 
was  done  than  usual  and  there  is  quite  a  bit  of  satisfaction  in  the 
preserving  of  the  foliage  in  town. 
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However,  as  fall  came  on  the  usual  winter  work  presented  itself. 
The  customary  creosoting  of  egg  clusters  was  started  and  the  favor- 
able weather  in  December  made  it  possible  to  have  the  usual  amount 
of  the  season's  work  done  by  the  new  year. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  on  days  unfit  for  creosoting  the 
brush  on  the  side  of  Essex  street,  beyond  the  cemetery  to  the 
Salem  line  was  cut  and  burned.  Beyond  the  line  in  Salem  the  work 
was  continued  by  that  city,  and  on  Danvers  street  we  have  cut  to 
the  Salem  line.    Territory  previously  cut  over  was  mowed  as  usual. 

About  a  barrel  of  creosote  was  used  and  about  2,600  pounds  of 
arsenate  of  lead. 

Posters  picturing  the  brown  tail  moth  and  its  parasites  imported 
by  the  United  States  government  have  been  distributed  in  conspicu- 
ous places  in  the  town. 

The  small  power  sprayer  which  has  been  in  use  since  1916  is  in 
need  of  repairs,  and  if  the  moth  appropriation  is  sufficient  it  should 
be  sent  to  the  factory  in  Cambridge  to  be  overhauled.

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Report  of  the  Tree  Warden 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

The  damage  to  trees  by  wind  the  past  year  has  been  unusually 
severe.  In  March  branches  were  broken  in  a  storm  and  at  intervals 
during  the  year.  The  climax  came  August  26th,  when  not  only 
were  branches  broken  off  but  trees  were  blown  completely  over  and 
had  to  be  removed.  Others  not  entirely  uprooted  were  pulled  back 
into  place  and  guyed.  One  big  elm  had  half  the  top  twisted  off, 
which  broke  over  to  the  ground.  Many  forks  broke  open,  necessi- 
tating guys  and  bolts  to  pull  them  together.  It  took  two  days  to 
clean  the  debris  from  the  highways  to  make  them  passable,  and  the 
effect  on  the  trees  standing  will  not  be  overcome  for  two  years  or 
more. 

The  leopard  moth  borer,  one  of  our  most  serious  insect  pests, 
has  been  an  accessory  to  the  damaging  gales,  and  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  go  all  over  the  town  and  get  down  hanging  limbs  of  varying 
sizes  which  probably  would  not  have  been  broken  off  if  the  borers 
had  not  weakened  them.  Particular  attention  was  given  to  the 
borers  in  small  trees,  some  of  which  harbored  as  many  as  a  dozen 
nearly  full  grown  moths  and  ready  to  transform  and  multiply. 
They  were  hooked  out  with  a  wire  from  the  trunks  and  limbs. 

All  leaf  eating  insects  have  been  cared  for  by  the  usual  spraying 
with  arsenate  of  lead.  However,  that  does  not  take  care  of  the 
cottony  maple  scale  which  has  become  an  added  pest  the  past  year 
and  must  be  suppressed  and  exterminated  if  possible. 

The  dead  wood  was  removed  from  trees  at  the  upper  part  of  the 
town  previous  to  the  severe  storm.  Low  limbs  in  the  way  of  or 
endangering  travel  have  been  removed  and  wounds  have  been  steril- 
ized and  painted. 

In  order  to  economize,  the  extra  work  caused  by  the  August 
gale  was  done  at  the  same  time  as  the  gypsy  moth  work. 

Trees  have  been  removed  that  were  not  included  in  the  budget, 
which  necessitated  not  removing  some  that  were  figured  on.  The 
five  willows  and  one  elm  near  the  Eiseman  estate  have  been  taken 
down  Three  maples  near  Deer  Cove  Inn  were  removed,  and  in  all 
thirty-five  trees  have  been  felled. 
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In  the  way  of  construction  eighty-nine  trees  have  been  planted, 
and  when  it  seemed  necessary  they  were  provided  with  wire  tree 
guards. 

The  damage  from  high  voltage  wires  to  the  trees  should  be  re- 
duced to  a  minimum  by  the  installation  of  the  aerial  cable  on  At- 
lantic avenue,  and  by  the  use  of  tree  wire  in  many  other  places 
where  the  wires  came  in  contact  with  the  branches. 

No  trees  have  been  killed  by  escaping  illuminating  gas,  which  in 
the  past  has  caused  considerable  loss. 

For  the  ensuing  year  I  recommend  the  following: 


The  stone  wagon  used  for  removing  tree  roots  and  stumps  is  com- 
pletely worn  out  and  one  wheel  is  broken.  I  recommend  |100  for 
a  new  low  down  wagon. 

A  planting  has  been  requested  by  a  neighbor  in  the  square  at 
the  junction  of  Middlesex  avenue  and  Hampden  street,  for  which 
I  recommend  $50.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Warden 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — The  fall  season  was  unusually  dry.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  not  having  any  bad  woods  fires,  when  they  were  doing 
damage  in  most  every  other  section  of  the  State. 

Twice  during  the  year  the  State  forester  sent  out  notices  prohibit- 
ing the  issuing  of  permits  for  fires  in  the  open  air  because  of  it 
being  so  dry. 

Thirty  fires  have  been  reported  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  State. 
While  that  is  two  more  than  the  previous  year  they  have  not  been 
as  severe  and  the  expense  of  extinguishing  has  been  only  about 
two-thirds  as  much. 

Two  hundred  ninety-eight  permits  for  burning  rubbish  have  been 
issued  and  sixty-eight  refused. 

The  slash  law  has  been  enforced  and  notices  have  been  posted 
in  all  parts  of  the  town  warning  against  starting  fires  in  the  woods. 

For  the  ensuing  year  I  recommend  $200.

Report  of  Animal  Inspector 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — During  the  general  inspection  this  year  most  of  the 
animals  were  found  in  good  condition  and  showed  no  physical  signs 
of  contagious  disease.  Some  of  them  were  in  poor  flesh,  but  this 
is  quite  often  the  case  during  the  winter  months  when  animals  are 
in  the  barns  most  of  the  time. 

The  tuberculin  test  was  applied  to  two  cows  but  both  gave  a  neg- 
ative reaction. 

The  premises  where  these  animals  have  been  kept  have  been  clean, 
with  good  light  and  ventilation. 

There  have  been  no  animals  quarantined  this  year.  Some  cases 
of  so-called  "mad  dog"  have  been  reported,  but  they  were  found 
to  be  normal. 

Several  dogs  have  been  immunized  against  rabies  during  the  year 
and,  while  this  treatment  is  comparatively  new  in  this  country,  it 
has  already  been  adopted  by  the  health  boards  of  several  States, 
and  if  applied  universally  would  probably  stamp  out  the  disease 
eventually.

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Report  of  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  from  January  1,  1924, 
to  December  31,  1924.  This  department  has  inspected  and  tested 
the  various  measuring  devices  and  records  made  thereof. 

The  Department  of  Director  of  Standards  has  kept  this  depart- 
ment fully  informed  on  all  important  laws  with  full  instructions 
to  enact  the  same.  Records  and  testing  apparatus  have  been  in- 
spected and  found  in  good  order.  Up  to  this  time  there  has  been 
nothing  done  in  testing  and  sealing  apothecary  graduates,  as  there 
has  been  no  reliable  testing  apparatus  manufactured.  This  depart- 
ment has  been  informed  testing  apparatus  is  now  available  and 
recommends  the  securing  of  one. 

Your  sealer  attended  the  Massachusetts  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures'  Convention  at  Fall  River,  where  many  helpful  suggestions 
and  instructive  lectures  were  listened  to.  Measuring  devices  of 
every  description  were  on  exhibit  and  thoroughly  explained  by  ex- 
perts, and  considerable  knowledge  acquired. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  REWEIGHINGS 

Inspections  of  stores  and  scales  have  been  made  from  time  to 
time  with  no  cause  of  any  serious  complaint  as  to  the  manner 
laws  are  complied  with.  Attention  was  given  to  such  commodities 
where  the  weight  and  contents  are  hard  to  verify  by  the  general 
public.  Few  cases  of  short  weights  were  found,  due  mostly  to 
leaky  containers.  Goods  ready  to  be  delivered  were  checked  up  as 
called  for  on  the  delivery  orders.  Few  of  these  short  weights  were 
through  the  carelessness  of  boy  clerks  not  realizing  the  seriousness 
of  their  work.  Merchants  employing  boy  helpers  are  responsible 
for  their  acts,  and  will  be  held  responsible. 

For  the  past  few  years  gasoline  pumps  have  required  consider- 
able attention  and  trouble.  These  pumps  have  been  replaced 
throughout  the  town  by  modern  ones,  and  are  giving  good  results. 

Your  sealer  is  gratified  with  the  results  of  all  these  inspections, 
showing  the  co-operation  between  this  department  and  the  mer- 
chants is  of  good  standard. 
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A  better  idea  can  be  obtained  of  the  work  done  by  this  depart- 
ment in  the  following  summary: —

Be  careful  of  your  dealings  with  strange  tradesmen,  de- 
mand to  see  their  licenses,  note  the  name  and  number.  If  they 
cannot  or  will  not  do  this  notify  the  police. 

Miscellaneous 

The  director  of  standards  recommends  this  department  to  pur- 
chase a  set  of  apothecary  testing  graduates,  therefore  I  recom- 
mend the  sum  of  $60  be  appropriated  to  secure  the  same.  They 
also  recommend  the  records  be  kept  in  some  fireproof  vault  or 
safe.    The  Town  Clerk's  office  has  an  old  disused  safe  that  can  be 
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transferred  to  the  sealer's  office  upstairs  for  the  sum  of  $15,  there- 
fore I  recommend  the  sum  of  $15  be  appropriated  for  the  same. 

The  compensation  of  the  sealer  should  be  placed  on  the  same 
standard  of  its  size,  therefore  I  recommend  the  sealer's  salary  be 
increased  $100  for  the  ensuing  year. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  those  who 
assisted  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  sealer.

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Report  of  Police  Department 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — My  report  to  you  this  year  calls  for  some  drastic 
recommendations  if  the  department  is  to  maintain  any  degree  of 
efficiency  for  the  coming  year.  As  far  as  equipment  is  concerned 
our  department  is  not  up  to  the  proper  standard.  We  have  an  an- 
tiquated police  signal  system,  both  costly  and  unsatisfactory,  an 
ambulance  in  which  you  would  hesitate  to  send  your  relatives  to  the 
hospital,  and  no  police  automobile  whatsoever. 

The  adoption  of  the  new  State  pony  Volstead  act  by  the  voter,; 
makes  the  work  of  the  local  police  department  much  more  important 
and  costly.  The  local  police  must  now  share  the  burden  of  expense 
in  enforcing  the  prohibition  law  with  the  Federal  authorities.  To  do 
this  properly  we  must  have  proper  equipment. 

The  service  rendered  by  your  police  department  is  measured  by 
the  standard  of  their  equipment.  With  poor  equipment  good  work 
cannot  be  expected.  Therefore  I  recommend  that  this  out-of-date 
apparatus  be  replaced  with  modern  up-to-date  equipment.  I  will  take 
these  recommendations  up  separately.

Beacon  Traffic  Signals 

The  two  beacon  traffic  signals  purchased  by  vote  of  the  town  were 
installed  on  New  Ocean  street  and  Paradise  road  at  the  dangerous 
"S"  curve.  They  proved  very  satisfactory  during  the  bad  storms, 
and  when  all  other  lights  were  out  they  operated  on  with  increased 
efficiency.  They  required  no  care  at  all  except  to  renew  the  tanks 
of  gas  at  the  end  of  six  months'  operation  and  with  the  street  signs 
painted  on  their  bases,  they  proved  to  be  dependable  directors  of 
traffic. 

Oflficial  Commendations 

The  department  has  been  fortunate  this  past  year  in  receiving  two 
official  commendations  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  On  June  13, 
1924,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  officially  commended  the  Chief  of  Police 
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for  arresting  Raymond  Paris  in  Canada  and  recovering  the  automobile 
stolen  by  him  from  Miss  Dorothy  Honors.  The  second  official  com- 
mendation was  received  by  the  department  for  the  raid  at  Little's 
Point  December  27,  1924,  when  approximately  |40,000.00  worth  of 
contraband  liquor  was  seized  by  the  Swampscott  police  that  had  been 
landed  the  night  before. 


Combination  Police  Ambulance  and  Patrol 

The  present  ambulance  is  in  very  poor  condition.  The  chassis  was 
originally  used  on  a  touring  car  and  was  bought  by  the  Police  De- 
partment second  hand  for  $1,500.00  over  seven  years  ago.  It  was 
never  meant  to  be  used  for  an  ambulance  chassis.  Appraisers  have 
set  its  present  value  at  about  $300.00.  Some  of  our  citizens  have 
already  refused  to  allow  their  relatives  to  be  transported  to  the 
hospital  in  it. 

The  mechanical  condition  of  the  chassis  is  poor  and  the  body  is 
weak  and  falling  apart,  causing  gas  fumes  to  enter  the  back  of  the 
body  and  endangering  the  lives  of  patients  on  their  way  to  the 
hospital.  Marblehead  and  Saugus  both  have  new  ambulances  costing 
$5,500.00.  The  present  valuation  of  our  ambulance  makes  it  poor 
business  policy  to  turn  it  in  for  the  allowance  we  might  be  able  to 
get  on  it,  and  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  town  purchase 
a  new  combination  police  ambulance  and  patrol  and  keep  the  old 
ambulance  for  transporting  seized  liquor  and  like  things,  and  possibly 
intoxicated  persons  that  should  not  be  handled  in  a  new  ambulance. 
I  recommend  the  sum  of  $5,500.00  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 


Gamewell  Police  Signal  System 

The  cost  for  service  of  the  telephone  signal  system  used  by  the 
department  has  been  increased  over  50%  by  the  telephone  company 
during  the  past  year.  It  is  always  out  of  order  and  is  very  unsatis- 
factory. It  does  not  register  the  place  or  time  the  officers  ring  in. 
After  an  officer  closes  the  door  of  the  box  he  cannot  be  reached  until 
he  rings  in  again,  a  period  of  about  45  minutes.  None  of  the  boxes 
from  the  Hadley  School  to  Beach  Bluff  show  what  box  the  officer  is 
at  or  the  time.  Marblehead  has  the  Gamewell  Police  Signal  System, 
which  registers  on  a  tape  the  box  the  officer  rings  in  on  and  the  time. 
The  Gamewell  system  also  provides  that  before  or  after  the  officer 
has  opened  the  box  door  he  can  be  summoned  to  the  box  by  the  ring- 
ing of  a  bell  or  the  flashing  of  a  red  light.  This  is  the  system  used 
by  all  up-to-date  police  departments.  It  could  have  been  installed 
some  years  ago  at  a  great  saving  of  money.  If  we  wait  longer  it 
will  cost  more.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $17,000  be 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  installing  the  Gamewell  Police  Sig- 
nal and  Recall  System. 
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Police  Automobile 

The  department  has  no  police  automobile.  Marblehead  has  two. 
Saugus  has  one  and  also  allows  the  chief  one  dollar  per  day  for  the 
use  of  his  personal  machine.  In  cases  of  lost  children,  notification  of 
citizens  for  various  reasons  and  the  making  of  various  investigations 
the  ambulance  must  be  used.  The  past  year  about  1,000  investiga- 
tions had  to  be  made.  It  is  costly  and  results  are  not  satisfactory 
when  the  ambulance  is  used.  Citizens  do  not  like  to  have  the 
ambulance  drive  up  to  their  door  to  make  a  private  investigation. 
Many  investigations  are  of  a  private  nature  and  should  not  be  adver- 
tised. We  have  a  motorcycle  and  sidecar  several  years  old,  that  has 
outlived  its  usefulness  as  a  police  machine.  It  is  noisy  and  needs  a 
lot  of  mechanical  attention  to  put  it  in  condition.  Even  then  it  would 
not  be  fit  for  police  work.  I  recommend  that  ^1,000  be  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  a  police  automobile  and  that  the  motorcycle  and 
sidecar  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  for  the  purpose  of  an  auto- 
mobile if  necessary.

Report  of  Surveyor  of  Highways 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  ending  December  31,  1924. 

Aspen  road,  from  Arbutus  road  to  Forest  avenue,  has  been  resur- 
faced with  gravel. 

Fuller  avenue,  from  Bay  View  avenue,  as  far  as  the  town  has 
£ccepted,  has  been  resurfaced  with  gravel  and  sidewalks  built.  The 
upper  part  of  this  street  was  filled  to  the  depth  of  fifteen  inches  of 
pit  stone  and  gravel. 

Millett  road.  The  upper  end  of  this  street  has  been  put  to  grade. 
Large  bowlders  removed,  sidewalks  built,  and  road  resurfaced  with 
gravel. 

Banks  road.  Where  sewer  was  built  this  year  the  road  was  re- 
surfaced with  tarred  mixed  stone. 

Orchard  road.  This  road  has  received  considerable  attention  from 
this  department  this  year.  Sidewalks  graded  and  part  of  the  road 
surface  gravelled.    There  is  still  more  work  to  be  done  on  this  street. 

Lawrence  road  from  Morton  road  to' Humphrey  street.  This  road 
has  been  put  to  grade,  sidewalks  built  and  the  street  resurfaced  with 
gravel. 

Bradlee  avenue,  from  the  Boston  &  Main,e  railroad  bridge  to 
Humphrey  street  has  been  put  to  grade,  one  sidewalk  built  and  the 
street  resurfaced  with  gravel. 

Bellevue  road,  from  the  tracks  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  to 
Humphrey  street,  has  been  put  to  grade,  trees  removed,  sidew^alks 
built,  and  the  whole  street  resurfaced  w^ith  gravel. 

Mountw^ood  road  was  resurfaced  with  gravel.  No  sidewalks  were 
built. 

All  these  streets  were  rolled  with  the  steam  roller. 

King  street,  from  Highland  street  to  Greenwood  avenue,  has  been 
picked  up  with  the  steam  roller  and  regraded,  sealed  with  65% 
asphalt  road  oil,  covered  with  sand  and  rolled. 

There  has  been  about  one  half  mile  of  other  streets  resurfaced 
with  gravel. 

The  following  streets,  have  been  sealed  coated  in  whole  or  in  part: 
Forest  avenue,  Humphrey  street.  Banks  road,  Redington  street,  Far- 
ragut  road,  Walker  road.  King  street,  Rockland  street,  Rose  street, 
A.spen  road. 
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Patrolling  streets,  the  department  has  tried  to  keep  the  holes  out 
of  all  the  town  streets  this  year.  Cherry  street,  Middlesex  avenue 
and  Pine  street,  have  been  treated  with  %  inch  crush  stone  mixed 
with  tar  and  rolled.    This  street  ought  to  be  sealed  this  year. 

Seven  new  catch  basins  have  been  built  this  year,  also  162  feet  of 
C  inch  drain,  66  feet  of  8  inch  drain,  135  feet  10  inch  drain,  12  feet  of 
12  inch  drain,  18  feet  of  15  inch  drain  pipe. 

At  the  junction  of  Farragut  road  and  Banks  road  the  catch  basins 
have  been  rebuilt,  and  new  tops  laid  to  take  the  place  of  the  concord 
tops,  which  used  to  clog  up  after  every  rain  storm,  which  caused 
flooding  at  this  point. 

There  were  1500  square  yards  of  tarred  mixed  stone  gutters  laid. 
225  square  yards  of  cobble  stone  gutters  laid  and  26  driveways  were 
lowered. 

There  were  132  feet  of  guard  rail  fence  repaired  this  year. 

Concrete  Sidewalks  (Tar)  Repaired 
Burrill  street,  316  square  yards  skim  coat;  83  square  yaras  new. 
Puritan  road,  54  square  yards,  skim  coat;  94  square  yards  new. 
Phillips  street,  87  square  yards,  new. 
Redington  street,  15  square  yards,  new. 

Andrew  road,  185  square  yards,  skim  coat;  22  square  yards,  new. 

Price  of  tar  concrete:  New,  90  cents  a  square  yard;  60  cents  for 
skim  coating  per  square  yard. 

The  following  sidewalks  have  been  built  of  gravel  or  cinders  in 
sections:  State  road,  Essex  "street,  Ocean  View  terrace,  Franklin 
avenue,  Hillcrest  circle,  Roy  street,  Norfolk  avenue,  Suffolk  avenue, 
Farragut  road,  Huron  street,  Aspen  road,  Belmont  avenue,  Berkshire 
street,  Millett  road,  Fuller  avenue.  Bay  View  avenue,  Banks  road, 
Walker  road,  Beach  avenue,  Humphrey  street. 

There  has  also  been  the  usual  covering  of  muddy  sidewalks  requir- 
ing 139  loads  of  stone  dust.  There  were  116  loads  of  sand  used  for 
sanding  icy  walks. 

This  year  there  have  been  laid  sidewalks  on  Greenwood  avenue, 
Cedar  Hill  terrace,  and  King  street  of  tar  and  pea  stone  mixed,  cov- 
ered with  stone  dust,  which,  so  far,  works  well. 

Humphrey  street.  From  Forest  avenue  to  Phillips  Beach  depot  no 
work  has  been  done  this  year,  execpt  to  clean  the  surface  where  a 
sewer  was  laid  last  year,  and  surface  same  with  tar  mixed  stone. 

Number  of  feet  of  new  curbstone  laid,  475. 

All  gutters  and  catch  basins  in  all  streets  have  been  cleaned  at 
least  twice,  main  streets  every  Saturday. 

All  streets,  except  Millett  road  and  Ocean  View  road,  where  water 
p,nd  sewer  pipes  have  been  laid,  have  been  leveled  and  gravel  used 
for  resurfacing  and  rolled  with  steam  roller. 
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Street  Watering  and  Oiling 

About  39,675  gallons  of  30%  asphaltic  road  oil  was  used  for  dust 
laying.  There  were  12,470  gallons  of  65%  asphaltic  road  oil  used 
and  14,850  gallons  of  tar  used  on  the  streets  for  all  purposes  and 
?7,033  cubic  feet  of  water. 

The  price  paid  for  dust  laying  oil  was  $.0635  per  gallon;  David  J, 
Sheehan  of  Lynn,  delivered,  $1.50  per  yard;  by  town  truck,  89  cents 
per  yard. 

A  stone  wall  has  been  built  on  Ingalls  terrace  at  the  Johnson  estate 
to  hold  up  the  roadway  that  belongs  to  the  town. 

Four  waste  containers  have  been  placed  on  the  town  streets,  one  at 
the  corner  of  Middlesex  avenue  and  Burrill  street,  one  at  Town  Hall, 
one  at  the  Blaisdell  store  and  one  at  the  corner  of  Redington  and 
Humphrey  streets. 

There  has  been  purchased  one  pair  of  horses  for  the  department 
from  Abram  French.    The  price  paid  was  $550. 

Bridge  at  Danvers  street.  I  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  of  Swampscott  the  condition  of  this  bridge.  When  built  the 
bridge  was  all  right  for  the  travel  at  that  time,  but  not  so  today.  In 
1921  it  was  resurfaced  with  4  inch  hard  pine  plank.  This  summer 
some  19  planks  had  to  be  renewed.  It  is  posted  for  6  tons,  but  trucks 
hauling  stone  from  the  large  crusher  on  Danvers  street,  carry  any- 
where from  10  to  18  tons  over  this  bridge.  I  hope  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee will  look  after  the  question  of  this  bridge. 

Snow  and  Ice 

Snow  work  is  the  hardest  item  to  provide  for  in  the  budget.  One 
can  never  tell  the  quantity  of  snow  that  is  liable  to  fall  during  the 
winter  or  the  month  of  greatest  intensity.  It  is  also  very  difficult 
to  lay  down  a  program  for  snow  fighting  on  account  of  the  variety 
of  weather  conditions  one  is  apt  to  encounter  from  day  to  day.  A 
sudden  thaw  upsets  entirely  the  well  thought  out  arrangements.  Rain 
may  necessitate  the  opening  of  all  drains.  Snow  drifts  may  cause  a 
change  of  all  plans.  Ice  on  the  streets  has  to  be  given  special  atten- 
tion, if  accidents  are  to  be  avoided.  It  is  most  important  to  watch 
for  ruts  that  form  and  immediately  apply  necessary  methods  of  their 
removal. 

Our  snow  fighting  equipment  is  as  follows: — one  SV2  ton  Packard 
truck  with  blade  plow;  12  sidewalk  plows;  2  road  machines  and  2 
gutter  plows.  All  horses  are  on  sidewalk  work.  The  men  are  called 
out  between  2  and  3  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  by  7  o'clock  all  our 
sidewalks  have  been  roughly  opened  to  traffic.  Our  truck  with  blade 
plow  is  sent  out  early  on  the  streets  and  keeps  going  until  the  storm 
is  over. 

The  attention  of  the  Finance  Committee  is  called  to  this  year's 
balance  of  the  Highway  Department,  which  was  planned  to  be  used 
on  Millett  and  Ocean  View  roads,  where  a  sewer  was  laid  this  sum- 
mer, but  which  was  completed  too  late  for  any  street  work  to  be  done 
this  year. 
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Recommendations 

1.  That  the  town  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  to  be  used  in  re- 
surfacing Orchard  road. 

2.  That  the  town  build  a  sidewalk  on  Humphrey  street,  from  the 
estate  of  Charles  Comeau  to  Millett  road,  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same. 

3.  That  the  town  purchase  a  SV2  ton  truck  and  appropriate  money 
for  the  same.

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Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public 

Library 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: — • 

The  past  year  brought  a  great  change  in  connection  with  the  library, 
namely  the  loss  of  its  first  librarian,  Miss  Sarah  L.  Honors. 

The  resolutions  passed  by  this  board  best  express  this  loss  and  the 
appreciation  of  her  work,  and  are  recorded  as  follows: 

Resolutions  on  the  Death  of  Miss  Sarah  L.  Honors,  Librarian  of 
the  Swampscott  Public  Library. 

Whereas,  the  town  of  Swampscott  has  suffered  the  loss  of  Miss 
Sarah  Louise  Honors,  librarian  of  the  Swampscott  Public  Library, 
through  her  death  on  Thursday,  February  14,  1924,  and. 

Whereas,  the  community,  as  well  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Swampscott  Public  Library,  mourn  the  loss  of  Miss  Honors,  who 
served  the  town  faithfully,  devotedly  and  efficiently  from  May  first, 
1880,  to  the  date  of  her  death,  as  its  first  librarian,  and. 

Whereas,  her  graciousness  of  manner  and  ready  help  awaited  all 
who  came  to  the  library,  and. 

Whereas,  as  librarian,  she  rendered  invaluable  service  in  directing 
the  reading  of  the  youth  of  the  town,  and, 

Whereas,  it  was  her  earnest  endeavor  to  provide  the  best  modern 
literature  for  those  who  use  the  library  and  to  hold  the  library  up  to 
a  high  standard,  and. 

Whereas,  by  her  own  life  of  cheer  and  kindness,  she  emphasized  the 
high  plane  on  which  she  conducted  the  administration  of  the  library, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  we,  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
express  to  her  family  our  sympathy  in  their  loss. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  we,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  hereby  record 
our  deep  appreciation  of  her  many  years  of  useful  public  service  and 
our  gratitude  for  the  great  benefit  derived. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon  the 
records  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  sent  to  her  family. 


A  memorial  tablet  has  been  presented  to  the  library  by  the  school 
children  of  Swampscott  and  placed  in  the  children's  room. 

Professor  and  Mrs.  Elihu  Thomson  also  presented  the  library  with 
an  excellent  picture  of  Miss  Honors,  which  is  now  placed  in  the 
librarian's  room. 
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Miss  Lucy  M.  Eveleth  has  been  chosen  as  the  librarian,  and  much 
work  has  been  done  by  her  in  replacing  books  and  rearranging  same 
for  public  use. 

The  library  has  been  used  by  1,002  people  on  Sundays,  of  whom 
G46  were  children,  99  adults,  and  257  students. 

The  story  telling  hour  at  the  library  has  been  very  successful 
during  the  past  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  forty  children 
each  Sunday  afternoon.  Mrs.  Elgar  Townsend,  Mrs.  James  Walker 
and  Mrs.  Norman  Dillingham  have  again  given  their  services.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  appreciates  very  deeply  the  kindness  of  these 
ladies  in  continuing  the  work  which  has  proved  a  great  pleasure  as 
well  as  benefit  to  the  children  of  the  town. 

The  trustees  have  considered  a  number  of  matters  during  the  year, 
among  them  being  the  advisability  of  opening  the  library  in  the 
morning  of  certain  days  of  the  week,  but  on  this  matter  there  did 
not  seem  to  be  sufficient  demand  to  justify  such  action  being  taken 
r.t  this  time. 

The  question  of  how  to  deal  with  the  increasing  use  of  the  library 
by  the  children  has  also  been  considered. 

The  trustees  have  suggested  in  past  years  finishing  the  upper  story 
in  the  building  and  have  considered  the  matter  of  adding  to  the  rear 
of  the  building.  The  town,  nevertheless,  deferred  action  on  the 
proposal  first  mentioned,  but  the  conditions  must  be  dealt  with  in  the 
future.  This  board  makes  no  recommendations  but  offers  the  above 
suggestions. 

The  town  is  believed  to  be  entitled  to  a  refund  of  approximately 
S4,000  of  the  so-called  bonus  funds  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  These  funds  alone  are  not  sufficient  to  take  care 
for  the  needs  above  referred  to,  but  it  is  confidently  believed  and 
understood  that  the  difference  between  the  refund  above  mentioned 
and  the  amount  required  to  be  raised  might  be  obtained  by  private 
subscription.

Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  report  of  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1924: 

The  organization  of  the  Board  has  been  the  same  as  that  of  the 
previous  year:  James  T.  Lyons,  Chairman,  and  Stuart  P.  Ellis, 
Secretary. 

Monument  Avenue  Parkway 

This  reservation  has  been  maintained  in  a  very  satisfactory  man- 
ner the  past  season, — the  lawns  and  shrubbery  beds  well  cared  for, 
and  the  ornamental  planting  and  flower  beds  presented  a  very 
handsome  appearance.  Considerable  work  was  done  in  the  late 
fall  on  the  strip  between  Burrill  street  and  Elmwood  road.  This 
was  in  very  poor  condition  as  a  result  of  its  high  grade,  former 
locations  of  flower  beds,  and  the  worn  out  grass.  After  being  thor- 
oughly dug  over,  many  loads  of  gravel  were  removed  to  Phillips 
Park,  the  entire  strip  was  well  fertilized,  and  in  the  early  spring 
will  be  graded  and  seeded  for  a  new  lawn. 

Jackson  Park 

Considerable  work  was  done  here  in  the  early  spring  to  improve 
the  grounds  for  baseball  purposes.  In  order  to  provide  a  proper 
location  for  the  back  stop  it  was  necessary  to  do  considerable  blast- 
ing and  excavating  in  the  hillside. 

This  was  done  and  before  the  opening  of  next  season  a  new  wire 
back  stop  will  be  erected  and  a  larger  area  provided  for  the  games. 
A  low  stone  wall  was  erected  on  the  northeast  side  of  the  field; 
this  should  be  extended  toward  Essex  street  as  soon  as  practicable. 
Much  enjoyment  was  had  from  the  use  of  the  toboggan  slide,  and 
many  people,  young  and  old,  gather  here  to  enjoy  the  sport. 

Abbott  Park 

This  continues  to  be  the  favorite  play  spot  of  the  town,  and  it  is 
unfortunate  that  the  grounds  cannot  be  kept  in  a  more  presentable 
condition,  but  because  of  the  demand  for  skating  here  it  is  impos- 
sible to  keep  the  grass  in  the  flooded  area  in  good  condition.  Every- 
thing possible  is  done  to  keep  the  plot  looking  tidy,  though  the 
results  are  not  always  satisfactory  to  the  commissioners.  In  order 
to  provide  for  band  concerts  the  past  summer  the  roof  and  posts 
of  the  old  band  stand  were  removed.    This  was  declared  to  be  essen- 
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tial  by  bandmasters  who  realized  that  its  construction  was  detri- 
mental to  the  proper  rendition  of  music.  The  parts  removed  have 
been  reconstructed  at  Jackson  Park  into  a  very  attractive  summer 
house. 

Blaney  Beach  Reservation 

This  beach  has  been  greatly  appreciated  the  past  year,  and  liun- 
dreds  of  persons  resort  here  daily  during  the  bathing  season.  The 
life  guard  was  on  duty  more  than  three  months  and  looked  out  for 
the  interests  of  all  visitors  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  A  new  spring 
board  must  be  provided  for  the  bathing  raft  next  summer,  and  addi- 
tional facilities  for  gasoline  storage  must  be  constructed  for  the 
fishermen. 

Phillips  Park 

Conditions  have  been  much  improved  along  the  Humphrey  street 
frontage  of  this  property  by  the  erection  of  a  fence,  which  pre- 
vented the  dumping  of  garbage  and  undesirable  refuse  on  the 
grounds.  The  area  adjoining  the  locker  building  was  graded  with 
loam  and  planted  to  grass,  so  that  now  the  entire  frontage  of  the 
park  and  a  considerable  portion  back  from  the  street  is  kept  in  a 
clean  and  orderly  manner.  A  portion  of  the  swamp  adjoining  the 
ball  field  and  close  to  the  street  has  been  dug  out  to  the  water  level 
and  a  fine  place  for  skating  and  hockey  games  provided.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  increase  the  area  of  this  pond  the  coming  year,  using  the 
excavated  material  to  grade  the  portion  of  the  grounds  recently 
cleared  of  old  stumps.  By  the  purchase  of  a  motor  lawn  mower  it 
was  possible  to  keep  the  field  in  this  park  as  well  as  those  at  three 
other  park  properties  in  a  very  good  condition.  For  the  mainte- 
nance and  improvement  of  the  parks  the  ensuing  year  we  recom- 
mend the  appropriation  of  $8,499.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


General  Remarks 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  endeavored  in  every  way 
possible  to  follow  a  policy  of  economy  in  regards  to  its  department, 
but  unusual  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  Board  necessi- 
tated the  incurring  of  extra  expenses,  thus  making  a  total  of 
$2,586.52,  an  overdraft  of  $386.52  above  the  $2,200  appropriated  by 
the  town.    These  extra  expenses  were  as  follows: 


Unpaid  bills  from  1923  $  75  00 

Kehoe  hearing  645  92 

Zoning  maps  and  stenographer  59  25 

Dedication  of  Andrews  Memorial  Chapel    38  40 

Total  $818  57 


But  for  the  unforeseen  expenses  the  department  would  have  used 
only  $1,787.95,  or  $412.05  less  than  the  Finance  Committee  recom- 
mended. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  Mayor  of  Beverly  the  Board  with  Town 
Counsel  Linscott  attended  several  conferences  in  that  city  on  mat- 
ters relative  to  the  State  Sanatorium  at  Middleton.  At  the  final 
meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  mayor  appoint  speakers  to  appear 
before  the  Legislative  Committee  on  the  sanatorium.  Town  Coun- 
sel Linscott  was  appointed  as  one  of  the  speakers,  and  Mr.  Linscott, 
together  with  the  Board,  attended  the  hearing  at  the  State  House. 
The  position  of  the  town  in  regards  to  the  question  of  including 
the  larger  cities  of  Essex  County  in  the  apportionment  of  the  cost 
and  maintenance  of  the  sanatorium,  was  most  ably  presented  by 
Mr.  Linscott. 

The  Legislature  later  voted  that  these  cities  should  pay  their 
proportionate  share  of  the  cost,  and,  as  a  result,  the  town  of  Swamp- 
scott, which  had  already  paid  a  large  amount  as  its  quota  before 
the  act  was  passed,  should  have  a  substantial  refund  from  the 
county  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  growth  of  the  town,  accompanied  by 
considerable  activity  in  building  and  the  extra  duties  added  by  the 
zoning  laws,  have  rendered  the  salary  of  the  building  inspector  in- 
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adequate,  and  the  Board  feels  that  it  should  be  increased  from  $450 
to  $700.  It  will  probably  be  only  a  few  years  before  the  town 
will  be  called  upon  to  engage  the  services  of  a  permanent  building 
inspector. 

In  May  the  Board,  with  Town  Counsel  Linscott  and  Rep.  Bentley, 
met  in  conference  with  the  City  Council  of  Salem  in  regards  to  the 
reconstruction  of  Essex  street.  The  chairman  with  a  few  remarks 
introduced  Town  Counsel  Linscott,  who  very  ably  presented  the  need 
and  advisability  of  the  co-operation  of  Salem  in  the  proposition. 
He  was  followed  by  Representative  Bentley,  who  spoke  along  sim- 
ilar lines. 

The  Salem  Council  later  voted  to  build  their  portion  of  the  road 
from  the  line  to  state  road.  It  would  have  been  built  in  1924,  but 
the  city  of  Salem  delayed  so  long  that  the  state  spent  the  money 
intended  for  this  project  elsewhere.  The  state  has,  however,  taken 
surveys  and  has  promised  to  do  its  share  this  year.  The  Mayor  of 
Salem  has  included  the  matter  in  his  budget,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  the  road  will  be  constructed  before  the  end  of  1925. 

One  of  the  events  in  town  affairs  of  the  past  year  has  been 
the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  Andrews  Memorial  Chapel. 
The  beautiful  building  was  accepted  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  town 
at  its  completion,  and  dedicated  Sunday  afternoon,  October  5th, 
1924.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  town  counsel  for  the 
year  1924. 

Litigation  arising  during  the  current  year  and  now  pending  is  as 
follows: 

An  action  at  law  by  the  town  against  C.  H.  Cunningham  &  Sons 
Construction  Company,  relative  to  the  Machon  school  roof.  An 
action  of  law  by  the  town  against  the  Craigulator  Corporation. 
An  action  at  law  by  the  town  against  the  city  of  Lowell,  relative 
to  the  settlement  of  a  hospital  patient.  A  bill  in  equity  by  Isaac 
W.  Chick  against  the  town  seeking  to  restrain  a  taking  by  eminent 
domain  of  rear  property  adjacent  to  the  Hadley  school,  made  by 
vote  of  the  town  in  1923.  A  petition  for  damages  by  Isaac  W. 
Chick  for  said  taking. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  hearings  under  the  Civil  Service  Statutes 
relative  to  the  Police  Department.  Many  questions  have  arisen 
also  relative  to  the  application  of  the  zoning  and  building  by-laws. 
These  by-laws  are  not  altogether  clear  and  a  study  of  the  same 
with  a  view  to  possible  revision  might  be  advisable. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  at  the  adjourned  annual 
town  meeting  of  1924  the  Selectmen  on  October  10th  took  by  emi- 
nent domain  a  considerable  tract  of  land  adjoining  the  present 
cemetery  for  the  purpose  of  cemetery  extension.  The  owners  of 
the  different  parcels  making  up  the  tract  were  Irene  S.  Koch,  James 
Cogswell,  Mary  A  and  Charles  H.  Callahan  and  the  trustees  of  the 
Loring  Realty  Trust.  The  amounts  awarded  as  damages  were  ac- 
cepted by  Mary  A.  and  Charles  H.  Callahan  and  the  trustees  of  the 
Loring  Realty  Trust,  and  settlement  made  with  them  on  the  basis 
of  the  appropriation  voted  by  the  town.  Settlement  has  not  as  yet 
been  made  with  Irene  S.  Koch,  but  the  Selectmen  are  in  process  of 
adjusting  the  same  by  an  arrangement  under  which  it  is  proposed 
to  transfer  to  her  a  near-by  piece  of  vacant .  land  owned  by  the 
town  to  which  the  dwelling  house  occupied  by  her  may  be  moved. 
James  Cogswell  has  begun  a  petition  against  the  town  relative 
to  the  value  of  the  lot  standing  in  his  name  which  was  taken.

Arthur  C.  Widger  had  been  associated  with  the 
town's  affairs  for  a  great  many  years.  He  had  held  the 
office  of  selectman  and  town  clerk,  and  since  1909  had 
held  the  responsible  position  of  town  accountant.  His 
experience,  ability  and  faithfulness  to  his  duties  were 
of  highest  value  to  the  town  and  his  loss  will  be  severely 
felt  in  carrying  on  the  town  work.  He  will  be  missed 
by  a  host  of  men  and  women  in  Swampscott  who  en- 
joyed his  friendship,  and  particularly  by  the  present 
and  past  town  officials,  committees  and  boards  with 
whom  he  daily  came  in  contact  in  town  affairs  and  who, 
in  their  association  with  him,  had  gained  some  apprecia- 
tion of  his  friendship  and  his  quiet  loyalty  and  devotion 
to  Swampscott. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  resolve  that  in  the  death  of 
Arthur  C.  Widger  the  town  has  lost  a  faithful  and  effi- 
cient servant  and  a  man  and  citizen  of  the  finest  type. 
They  vote  that  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  records 
of  the  town  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  members  of 
his  family  to  whom,  for  themselves  and  in  behalf  of  the 
town,  they  extend  their  most  sincere  sympathy.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Mr.  Frank  E.  Morrison,  Chairman, 
Sivampscott,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  ac- 
counts-of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  July  1  to  December 
31,  1924,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  35, 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a 
report  made  to  me  by  Mr,  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of 
this  division,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  work. 


Sir: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Swampscott  for  the  period  from 
July  1  to  December  31,  1924,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  reported  receipts  being  checked  with  the  financial  rec- 
ord of  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and 
with  the  treasurer's  books.  The  payments  recorded  on  the  account- 
ant's ledger  were  checked  to  the  warrants  authorizing  disburse- 
ments and  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

An  analysis  of  the  ledger  was  made,  the  accounts  were  checked 
and  compared  with  the  classification  book,  a  trial  balance  was  taken 
off,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  in  balance,  and  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  as  of  December  31. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  examined,  and  all  appropria- 
tions, transfers  and  loans  voted  by  the  town  were  checked  with  the 
town  clerk's  records. 
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The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts 
falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  bonds,  notes  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  footings  of  the  cash  book  were  proved,  the  reported 
receipts  were  checked  and  compared  with  the  accountant's  books  and 
with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, and  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authoriz- 
ing the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  as  of  December  31,  1924,  was  verified  by  a  rec- 
onciliation of  the  bank  accounts  with  the  bank  statements  furnished 
by  the  banks. 

The  securities  held  as  investments  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed. 
The  income  was  proved  and  the  receipts  and  disbursements  were  ex- 
amined and  verified,  being  found  to  be  properly  recorded  on  the 
books. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  being  verified 
and  the  abatements  checked  to  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements 
granted.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treas- 
urer's books,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  checked,  listed,  and 
proved  to  the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  outstanding  water  accounts  were  also  listed  and^  proved  with 
the  accountant's  records,  and  the  commitments  of  the  water  depart- 
ment charges  were  verified  by  the  department's  records. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and 
from  the  replies  received  I  am  satisfied  that  the  accounts  are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  water  department  were  examined.  The  rec- 
ords of  abatements  granted  were  checked  and  the  charges,  as  shown 
by  the  card  ledger  accounts,  were  compared  with  the  collector's 
commitments. 

The  securities  of  the  water  sinking  fund  in  the  custody  of  the 
Water  Commissioners  were  examined  and  listed,  and  all  transac- 
tions representing  the  income,  sale,  or  purchase  of  securities  were 
checked. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  dog  and  of  hunting  and  fishing  licenses 
issued  were  examined,  and  the  payments  to  the  state  and  county 
were  verified  by  receipts  on  file. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
rent  of  town  hall,  elevator  licenses,  library  fines,  and  also  from 
licenses  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  the  Health  Department  were 
examined,  and  the  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked 
to  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 
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It  has  been  the  custom  for  some  departments  to  send  miscellane- 
ous bills  to  the  collector  for  collection  without  keeping  a  record  of 
such  bills,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  collector  has  kept  a 
record  of  these  bills.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  in  future 
departments  keep  a  record  of  all  miscellaneous  charges  made,  com- 
mitments being  made  to  the  collector  at  the  time  the  bills  are  turned 
over  to  him,  and  that  the  departments  also  report  these  charges  to 
the  accountant  so  that  complete  information  regarding  accounts 
receivable  may  be  available  at  all  times. 

Abatements  have  been  granted  in  excess  of  the  overlay  for  1923, 
and  therefore  the  Assessors  should  assess  taxes  in  the  next  levy  for 
the  amount  of  such  abatements  in  excess  of  the  overlay,  as  required 
by  Section  23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws. 

In  addition  to  the  overlay  account  of  1923,  several  other  ac- 
counts were  overdrawn  at  the  close  of  the  year.  These  overdrafts 
must  be  provided  for  in  1925,  it  being  suggested  that,  in  making 
appropriations  for  departments  having  overdrafts,  an  amount  be 
appropriated  for  the  1924  overdraft  and  a  separate  amount  for  the 
requirements  of  1925.  In  our  report  of  last  year  attention  was 
called  to  a  similar  condition. 

Departmental  officials  should  not  incur  liabilities  in  excess  of  the 
appropriations  made  for  their  departments,  except  in  cases  of  ex- 
treme emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty, and  then  only  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Selectmen.  Even 
though  their  appropriations  may  be  insufficient  to  permit  the  per- 
formance of  work  which,  in  their  judgment,  should  be  done,  they 
are  bound  by  the  amounts  appropriated,  and  should  curtail  the 
work  so  as  to  bring  the  costs  within  the  sum  appropriated,  unless 
additional  appropriations  are  given  or  transfers  voted  from  the  con- 
tingent account  by  the  finance  committee.  The  Statutes  covering 
this  subject  are  contained  in  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws, 
and  in  Chapter  253,  Act  of  1922. 

For  the  co-operation  and  courtesy  extended  by  the  department 
officials  during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  my  appreciation.
